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HY LUMER said that in reporting on civil rights 
legislation he was pinch-hitting for BEN DAVIS who is 
speaking at Bucknell College ; 

LUMER said that the civil rights legislation 
issue is exerting great pressure on the two major parties 
during the Presidential election year and that a contest is 
developing between spokesmen for both parties vying for 
credit for civil rights legislation; However, the 
proposed legislation is complicated, ineffective, will not 
guarantee the right to vote to Negroes, and is merely for the 
purpose of satisfying campaign promises; As between the 
VcfcLng Registrar system proposed by the Civil Rights 
Commission and the Referee system proposed by the Attorney 
General, the Registrar system is preferable; The system 
proposed by the Attorney General is too elaborate, 
would require a Negro to go to court and endanger himself by 
attracting publicity; The NAACP and the Anti-Defamation 
League have objected to this proposal. The Party must 
support legislation which does not involve court procedures 
or state officials, but which places enforcement in the 
hands of federal officials; The Party must fight for the 
inclusion of anti- lynch legislation and must develop 
campaigns of pressure on Senators and Congressmen for civil 
rights legislation; 

CLAUDE LIGHTEOOT said that a meeting of the Negro 
Commission was held several weeks ago at which the following 
three topics Were discussed: 

1; I960 Elections 

2; Developments around the NAACP 

3; Eull participation in Negro Labor Councils. 
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He said three regional conferences were 
scheduled for leading Negro cadre: East Coast, Midwest, 
and West Coast, but the only regional conference held 
thus far has been in the Midwest and Negro comrades from 
Detroit, Chicago, St; Louis, .Wisconsin, and Minnesota 
participated in this meeting; It was brought out at this, 
meeting that the position of the Party with regard to the 
i960 elections and the Negro Community is being vindicated. 
There is a trend in the country of an accelerated growth 
of independent forms of activity on the part of Negroes, 
non-partisan in character, within the framework of the 
two party system; 

Continuing LIGHTFOOT stated that the Negro Labor 
Council in the Midwest is growing by leaps and bounds 
embracing almost every conceivable element among Negroes 
in the labor movement; Almost without exception, our 
Party and our leading Party cadre are involved directly 
in the development; We are in on the ground floor of the 
movement and are not isolated from it; This (the Negro 
Labor Council) will have important bearings on the i960 
elections as well, even though it is not a political 
organization. 

We outlined a few things that we should give 
particular attention to (with regard to the Negro Labor 
Councils): 

1; On the question of program, we do not feel there 
will be too much difficulty; 

2; The question of constitution; In the 
constitution make a determined fight against red baiting. This 
is something we felt that we should not give up on; We are 
not making it the breaking point, but it is not something 
we will remain passive on when we feel we are in a position 
to exert quite a bit of influence in this connection; For 
the national gathering that takes place in Detroit we have 
to set up one steering committee. 

There are going to be problems between the official 
labor movement and this movement (The Negro Labor Councils); 
So far there has not been too much done to stop it (the Negro 
Labor Council), but there will be problems forthcoming where 
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ther6 will be variations "between the official labor movement 
and this movement in respect to politics and other problems ; 
In the big cities there is a common pattern of conservative 
leadership in the Negro Labor Councils in Chicago,, Cleveland >. 
.and Detroit, with very little opportunity for us between now 
and June to change that pictured But we found that in small 
towns in a number of areas we were in a position to- get things 
done providing that we followed up and organized 
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Continuing,, LIGHTPOOT stated that this action will 
accel.erate Negroes to go to the polls to vote and to 
enter politics with the feeling that this is part of the 
strategy for their freedom. He said that this will present 
civil rights in a sharper focus then ever before and other 
elements in the picture^ when they have been joined together, 
would lay the framework for a third Party movement. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON stated that the reports of ffif 
LUMER and CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT were excellent and gave a good 
picture of what was going on in the legislative fronts * 
He felt, however j that the moot vital action being taken in 
the US today is around the student movement and will serve 
-to- deepen sympathjr. PATTERSON agreed with LIGHTPOOT that 
•t;he Party is not geared to take advantage of these movement s* 
Informant noted that at this point PATTERSON then utilized 
the added security of the blackboard to emphasize certain 
issues and individuals* 

EUGENE DENNIS commented that "we" are dealing with 
a new stage of the struggle of which "we" not only have to 
understand but which "we" must draw conclusions and must 
gear the Party i\rork to it* He said this is the beginning 
of a political movement which is bound to show itself in 
other segments of the population . DENNIS stated that "we 
as a party are breaking through our isolation # " 

ARNOLD JOHNSON commented that in relation to 
legislation, "w$" must understand what goes on in order 
to avoid confusion* He said the Party should support the 
i&at&c of "immediate achievement" and oppose the tactic of 
"gradualism" in the Negro people's movement* 

EUGENE DENNIS spoke *#gaitt and discussed the importance 
of the Negro labor council saying that the Party : 1) 
should assist to bring it into existence and should be in the 
forefront of it, 2) should see to it that the labor 
unions and particularly tfte white workers participate 
in the "Detroit meeting." 
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JAMES JACKSON called upon the Party to lead 
the Negro labor council from "its embryonic development 
in Detroit" tp its full fruition in securing civil 
rights ♦ He said there is no comparable person on the 
scene today who is able to succeed the recently deceased 
LOUIS BURNHAM, 

An individual, believed by informant to be 
DANNY RUBIN, reported generally on situations in Philadelphia 
where student strikes have been organised (on ending 
segregation?). He commented that this kind of activity 
of student strikes represent the ipain form of student 
participation. He said that the NAACP in Philadelphia is 
engaged in ah internal struggle over its "do nothing leadership," 

MORRIS CHILDS stated that the issue of civil rights 
will be the most important issue in the i960 elections and 
will have an international impact- He stated that the Party 
should be aware of this and include concrete propaganda 
or information to see to it that this issue is dealt with. 
He recommended that comrades should work in the various 
mass organisations and become a part of the "grass roots" 
movements , He stated that the Party must do more 
tha?i analyse what happens at trade union conventions and 
executive council meetings. He said the Party should 
express some of the inadaquacies that are contained in 
these statements and resolutions, 

PHIL BART commented that the Negro movement must 
be given precedence and the discussions that take place 
in the Negro commission should not be confined to that 
commission but must find its way to all parts of the Party, 

CLAIMS LIGHTFOOT said that in his opinion the 
reports highlighted the advantages of the secretary of 
the Negro commission being 3n the mid-west. He said the 
comrades on the scene should take the initiative to do 
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things and not irait until he comes into tovrn. He suggested 
that the Party leadership should issue a political statement 
.concerning civil rights within the next few weeks to the 
Party as a whole and suggested that a committee be set up 
to work on this statement. 

GUS HALL stated that the national committee 
meeting would be held in Chicago and last three full 
days. He said there will be two sessions on Friday and 
Saturday and one session on Sunday, which would conclude 
about 4:00 p.m. According to HALL, the central theme 
of the meeting will be the i960 elections and that 
they will work out a program and policy. HALL suggested 
that a 30 minute general introduction to this question 
^ ; ^i^l be given, which in broad terms will restate the 
policy and bring up to date the political developments 
since the convention. He said there would also be a series 
of specific clxib reports based on four or five key districts. 
The states or districts to be included will be NY, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, California and Texas. Also, there will be 
three additional reports given, on Negro work, crade union 
and the peaee auestion, all followed by discussion. Also 
to be included will be ihs personnel election for the National 
Executive Committee (NEC). 

Continuing, HALL remarked that there would 
be a seoarate discussion on the question of agriculture 
and suggested that someone from the leadership of the 
Party should present a comprehensive report on the farm 
question. He also remarked that the youth will have a 
little meeting of some sort on the outside. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN suggested that there be 
a formal recognition of International Women's Day, ^ 
which is held in March and volunteered to present this 
at the meeting*

TO ALL DISTBICTS 
Dear Comrades: 

This is a follow up to our letter of January 20th on the i960 Party Build- 
ing and Press & Circulation Drive . In that letter we dealt with the decision of 
the national convention "to further consolidate the Party organization and in- 
crease its membership." 

We have received communications from some districts and have further dis- 
cussed this matter in the Organization Bureau* We considered a number of suggest- 
ions which I will indicate here briefly: 

1) The campaign to build the Party is naturally of a public character. 
However, unlike previous years we do not propose to publish goals for districts 
or indicate the standing of each area. We propose rather that the Party public 
campaign be of an ideological character in the form of material in the press and 
through other publications, indicating the need and the possibility of consolid- 
ating our Party and increasing its membership; that we request district leaders 
and others to write such articles based upon the results in their districts. Where 
possible, brief articles, statements or letters should be obtained from individu- 
als on why they joined the Party, Such material will stimulate the whole Party- 
building campaign. 

2) That meetings m districts, either on a state, city, section or club 
level be utilized to follow up the original discussion which took place at the 
second sessions of the conventions or at local conferences and meetings. That 
these meetings consider: 

a) The mass features of Party work today in the development of the i960 
election campaign and more specifically around legislative issues now before 
Congress. The national organization is now working on such a legislative program. 

b) That around these activities, and as part of the press campaign, steps 
be taken to build the Party. A few reports have already been sent us on the 
response to Party building in the course of press activities. 

c) That such discussions take place prior to the National Committee meet- 
ing and be embodied in the discussion at the meeting. 

d) That readmission of former members of the Party be considered as part 
of the drive to increase the membership although such members are not new. 

e) That the pamphlet by Elizabeth Gurley Flynn be utilized more widely. 
There are many more available for that purpose, 

f ) That in the course of Party-building attention be given to such areas 
and cities where Party clubs no longer exist and can be revitalized or re -organ- 
ized in the course of this campaign. 

These are some of the points which we have considered and we would appreci- 
ate hearing further from you on additional suggestions and experiences in the 
first period of the campaign. x 



It is our opinion that publication of material in the press can be of con- 
siderable help in stimulating the drive and improving the character of Party- 
building now. Such articles would lend themselves to greater elaboration on the 
problems facing us, as well as the advantages that exist in the present political 
situation and as a result we can strengthen the Party in the spirit of the decisions 
made by the 17th National Convention. 

We look forward to hearing from you on this .

SESSION OF FEBRUARY 24, 1960 

I. . The Question of Civil Rights and the 
. Struggles, the Negroes are Conducting 

at the -Present Time 

Report, of. BY LAMER 

HY LUMER began his report by emphasizing that the battle 
taking place in Congress for civil rights legislation is the 
.focal point for all the work of the Communist Party in the field 
of Negro rights. He stated that this struggle is very important 
as a part ©f the pre-election struggle. He attacked the Republi- 
can administration by saying that the administration has sabo- 
taged the civil rights program up to the present time* He stated 
that the. proposal of Attorney General ROGERS to establish referees 
for federal elections is worse than the system of registrars, 
which had been- .proposed at one time. He explained that the pro- 
posal .of the Attorney General would, if adopted, mean that the • 
Negroes would become involved in numerous court -actions. There- 
fore, the Communist Party must urge that this- proposal be criticized 
just as the original suggestion of registrars was criticized. 

LUMER went on to explain how the civil rights bill was 
taken out ©f the hands of the Rules Committee and placed into the 
hands of the Judiciary Committee in the Senate. He stated that 
Senator THOMAS HENNINGS, of Missouri, has proposed a combination 
of .the proposal for registrars and the proposal for referees. He 
said that the House Rules Committee, by a vote of seven to four, 
reported out a civil rights bill that had been bottled up in the 
committee. LUMER stated that this is an emasculated bill, because 
Section 3, which deals with preservation 1 of voting records and 
-contains the teeth, of the bill, has been deleted. 
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LUMER stated, that Representative MC CULLOUGH (phonetic), 
of Ohio, has prepared a new simplified bill as a substitute for 
the, one. to tee , considered by, the House of Representatives* 
MC CULLOUGH • s bill would not require any tests in order, to qual- 
• ify as a voter* It would provide for a referee* 

Then LUMER said that the leading forces of the Republi- 
can and Democratic Parties are on the spot in regard to civil 
rights legislation* The Dixiecrats suffered their first defeat 
when the civil rights bill left the Rules Committee in the Lower 
House and. the proposed civil rights legislation reached the floor 
in the Senate* Yet, the Dixiecrats. have not given up the fight* 

LUMER said he believes that some kind of a civil rights 
bill will be adopted by Congress , but no one knows as yet what 
kind of a bill this will be. Thus, the Communist Party has to 
point, out that a maximum fight has to be developed. in order to 
beat down the Dixiecrats and the filibuster they will attempt. 
■Also, it is necessary to criticize all the proposed legislation 
by showing that it is very cumbersome and that it is a compromise 
and- an effort . to placate the Southerners. 

Next, LUMER read an editorial taken from the "Afro- 
American". This editorial rejects the current civil rights pro- 
posals and points out that in 1870, legislation was adopted which 
granted the federal government the power to fight those who tried 
to prevent a Negro from using the ballot. This editorial also 
pointed out that in 1887, the United States Supreme Court ruled 
that the 1870 legislation was unconstitutional. The editorial 
states that despite this Supreme Court decision, the legislation 
was good | and that by 1887, the United States Supreme Court was 
a compromise court and was going back on the results of the Civil 
War. f . 

LUMER concluded his report with the following sugges- 
tions i 

(1) The Ctoenuaraist Party should support the registrar 

. . system rather than a system of referees, since the 
registrar system would make the President's 
appointees responsible for any denial of the right 
of a Negro to vote. 

(2) That it is necessary to have accompanying enforcement 
. - legislation with any civil .rights legislation. .''This 

enforcement .machinery should be in the hands of the 
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' federal government rather than in the hands of the 
. state . governments . 

. (3) Section 3 should be restored to the civil rights bill. 

(4) The- Communist Party should fight for the Inclusion 
of anti-lynehing legislation in any civil rights 
bill, and the Party should generally conduct a battle 
for maximum civil rights legislation. 

II. The 1960 Elections and the Negro 
Liberation Movement . 

Report* Of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 

GL5.UDE LIGHTFOOT said that the Negro Commission should, 
be more concrete in its proposals. He said that the Communist 
Party seems to be pretty well equipped to handle daily legislative 
problems. The Negro Commission will try to create means of doing 
something in this field. It will try to create the handles which 
will make its proposals more concrete. 

LIGHTFOOT said that the Negro Commission of the Commu-* 
nist Party - USA is currently dealing with the following problems i 

(1) . The electoral situation and the struggle for equality. 

(2) The National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) Convention. 

(3) The, American Negro Trade Union Council or the Negro 
, _ Labor Council. 

LIGHTFOOT said that the Negro Commission has proposed 
that three regional conferences be held in the Bast, Middle West, 
and the Far West. Thus far, only. the Midwestern conference has 
been- held. The conference in the East will be held during the 
middle of March, i960, and the one in the Far west will be held 
during the first part of April, 1960. The Midwest conference was 
attended by 35 people. It was a wonderful, good meeting. The 
Midwest conference, as well as general investigation* shows that 
there is an accelerated growth of individual forms of the Negro 
liberation movement. It is a political movement within the frame- 
work of the two-party system. 

Continuing, LIGHTFOOT stated that in Cleveland, Ohio, 
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there are eight Negro Councilmen, of whom five are Democrats and 
three are Republicans, These eight Councilmen meet weekly by 
themselves in order to discuss their own approach to various 
civic problems* Thus, they cross Party lines. LIGHTFOOT also 
stated that the Republicans have nominated a Negro for Judge in 
Cleveland, and that all eight Negro Councilmen are supporting 
him. in the 21st District in Ohio, an editor of a Negro publi- 
cation is running for Congress. All Negro organizations and 
politicans, as well as the Communist Party, will support this man* 

LIGHTFOOT stated that in St. Louis* the NAACP is 
definitely in politics, although ostensibly it is not supposed 
to be in politics. The decisive people and leaders in the Negro 
community are laboring people, headed by CALLOWAY (phonetic), 
of the Teamsters Union. The working class among Negroes in St. 
Louis is emerging as the leader in the struggle for equality. 
There is a lot of discrimination against Negroes in St. Louis 
in social life and public places. However, in regard to housing,, 
there is less discrimination and segregation than in most other 
cities. Then LIGHTFOOT stated that in St, Louis there is a 
group known as the Committee of 10,000. This is primarily a 
Negro organization; however, there are some whites in it. The 
aim of the Committee of 10,000 is to defeat any candidate for 
public office who will not fight to end discrimination. 

LIGHTFOOT stated that the political movement of the 
Negroes, which started last fail with the candidacy of RUSSELL B. 
SUGARMON in Memphis, Tennessee, has become a permanent movement. 

Next, LIGHTFOOT talked about the Midwest Conference of 
the Chicago League of Negro Voters, scheduled to be held in 
Chicago from March 11 through 13, 1960. LIGHTFOOT went to the 
blackboard and wrote the names of persons who are listed as spon- 
sors and who have promised to attend this conference. He stated 
that the support of those he listed was obtained by having non- 
Communist Party members contact them. He said that many of those 
who agreed to act as sponsors and to attend the conference are 
important persons in Negro life. 

By way of comment, the names LIGHTFOOT listed on the 
blackboard appear on the "call" for the Midwest Conference of the 
Chicago League of Negro Voters, so there appeared to be no reason 
for LIGHTFOOT to use the added security of writing the names on 
the blackboard. 

LIGHTFOOT stated that the Chicago League of Negro 



Voters will not be turned into a national organization* However, 
he feels that it will be quite a power in the coning elections 
and he hopes that the idea will ..spread beyond the Midwest. 

Then LIGHTFOOT stated that the Negro labor- councils are 
growing, and that the Cowninist Party is la on the ground floor. 
These Negro labor .councils will have a bearing ; on the 1960 elec- 
tions. They are. taking on a grass roots character* In St. Louis, 
2,500 persons already belong to the Negro Labor Council. In 
Indiana* the Steel Union and steel workers are involved in the 
Negro. Labor Council'* Every current within the Negro labor novo* 
neat iron the leadership down is united in Indiana, and the aim 
is to have 10,000 people join .the Negro Labor Council on a States 
wide basis in Indiana* 

According to LIGHTFOOT, in Michigan, chiefly in Detroit, 
the . Negro Labor Council has no grass roots character as yet* It 
is controlled by the leadership of the United Auto Workers and 
has a hide-bound constitution. which tends to choke, it* LIGHTFOOT 
stated that it is his opinion that as a result of the Midwest 
Conference of the Negro Commission of the Communist Party - USA,, 
this situation in Michigan will change* 

LIGHTFOOT stated that in Chicago there are two ten- 
dencies in the building of the Negro Labor Council. One tendency 
is to have a Negro Labor Council without trade union leadership 
or a rank-and-file, anti-leadership movement.. The other tendency 
is to rule out the rank-and-file and keep the Negro Labor Council 
in. the hands of the trade union leadership. He said he thinks 
that the problems involved in having two opposing, tendencies will 
be overcome and that there is a good possibility of combining the 
leadership and the rank-and-file in the Negro Labor Council in

■ Then LIGHTFOOT said that PHILIP RANDOLPH has spoken to 
weenie in his union and said that even if he engages in "red- 
baiting", he would urge his followers not to engage in "red-baiting". 
In other words* if there is too much "red-baiting", it will weaken 
the Negro Labor Council* 

LIGHTFOOT said that, the Negro Labor Council can be. con- 
sidered another working class formation* It will have a big 
bearing on the- 1960 elections j however, he does see many pro- 
blems arising in the official labor movement as these Negro labor 
councils come into being* Some of the AFL-CIO leadership may try 
to prevent their growth or charge them with nationalism or dual 
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unionism. Be said that the -National Convention of the Negro 
Labor Council,, which is gathering in Detroit in May, 1960V will 
be a successful on© and will show a lot of growth* 

. Going into a discussion of th© NAACP, LIGHTFOOT stated 
that .the N&ACP national leadership and th®. leadership of the ■ 
Branches... in. the - larger' cities follow a pattern of. conservatism 
as they prepare for the National Convention- in St. . Paul, . Min- 
nesota* Yet ? the HAACP membership is showing a restlessness and 
in the smaller cities they are organizing, adopting resolutions, 
and influencing the preparations for th© NAACP. National Convention 
in a progressive. direction. 

Next, LIGHTFOOT discussed ways and means of getting 
-independent Negro voters leagues started. Be stated that it. was 
advisable to do this wherever possible and they could join in 
the marches on th© Democratic and Republican National Conventions. 
These marches are being planned by PBILIP RANDOLPH. Be said that 
the trend is for the Negro in the United States to organize in 
many forms. Yet, in some places there is a. vacuum. For these 
reasons, the Communist Party cannot be a "me too" organization 
and still go very far. It has to lead » and by taking the 
initiative the Communist Party can fill in. the vacuums where they 
occur. 

LIGHTFOOT said that the trend among Negroes is toward 
independent political organizations, even if the Negroes also work 
within both major political parties. Be then criticized the New 
York District of the Communist Party. Be said that ADAM CLAYTON 
POWELL was the first Negro, to break with and to defeat the big 
city political machine. Yet, the Communist Party, in New. York 
State has not taken advantage of this and as yet there is no large 
independent Negro political movement in New York. 

Discussing the NAACP slogan of "Free by 9 63", LIGHTFOOT 
said that the goal of this slogan is not realistic. Yet, the Com- ' 
munist Party has to support it and has to show how to organize 
and mobilize for some of the things which are embodied in this 
slogan. The Communist Party must show that th® Negro in. the 
United States cannot wait another one hundred years for freedom, 
and that it is possible to obtain more freedom and equality in the 
present situation. 

In conclusion, LIGHTFOOT said that he has heard reports 
that freedom trains will be organized from coast to coast in 
order to mobilize Negroes for the Democratic and Republican 
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National Conventions. These freedom train® will be decorated 
with large signs identifying then a® freedom trains. 

LIGHTFOOT stated that there is a connection between all 
of these struggles^ and this includes th®. .straggle of the students 
in the- South for an end. to di.seriB&nation at lunch counters. 

.While there- was a little bravado ia LIGHTFOOT's report, 
. he was praised by- those present -for being more honors te than was 
LUMER in his report. 

Discussion of the First- Two Items 
on tfae-Agenda 

Remarks, of JACK STACHEL 

JACK STACHEL stated that there are big struggles taking 
place, in the South. The Negro youth. in the South is showing a 
great militancy. - . There are- "sit downs " in five States.-. These . 
"sit downs" are- a challenge for the. progressives in the United 
States. A partial Victory is possible* Chain stores should be 
chosen in the North for the purpose of. conducting picketing. 
The white masses in the North should be involved in this pieket- 
lag*. These movements, that is the "sit downs" in the South, the 
Negro Labor Council, the independent Voters league, and Negro 
candidates for public office have all influenced the two politi- 
cal > parties in -Congress to- take civil. rights measures .out of the 
deep freeze. . In regard to civil rights legislation, STACHEL sug- 
gested that the- Secretariat tell Communist .Party members -that. 
Congressmen should be -visited- and. voters should be mobilized, to 
write to their Congressmen* 

STACHEL stated that the Negro labor councils will 
undoubtedly develop strains within, the leadership, of the. trade 
union movement. The Negro labor councils show that Negroes want 
full equality not only concerniasg' civil rights , but- also- on 
their jobs, , in the leadership of trade unions, etc. He said that 
GEORGE HEANY's attack on PHILIP RANDOLPH was an indication of 
these strains within the Negro-labor alliance. . In conclusion, 
STACHEL said that what the Coapunist Party should be asking it- 
self is how it can mount movements which go side by side and 
beyond the Negro Labor Council and the Independent Voters League. 

Remarks of WILLIAM L 0 PATTERSON 

WILLIAM Li PATTERSON stated that he had just returned 
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from Washington, D.C* (PATTERSON had visited . the Chechoslovakian 
Embassy again) * PATTERSON stated he had visited some leading 
Negroes- in Washington, and .he sees a progressive movement develop- 
• ing in Washington,, He mentioned on® person named JOHNSON, and 
another named 1IXTGHELL, who is the NftACP representative in Wash- 
ington, Dve, 

PATTERSON complained that there is no real movement for 
a Negro Labor Council in New York, • and also that there is no 
Independent Voters League in New York* He -talked about the 
slogan "Free toy *63", and said he agreed with LIGHTFGOT's remarks 
and that it is necessary to fight for maximum equality and free- 
dom. He stated that the youth in the South are- showing the way ♦ 
While the Diaeiecr&ts are trying to frame Rei?erend MRTIN LUTHER 
■KING, they will not get away with it. The. putolie understands what 
the Southerners are trying to do to KING. 

Re marks of GUS HALL 

GUS HALL said that there is a new stage in the Negro 
struggle | therefore,, the- Communist Party -has to raise its sights 
for 1960. He said he believes that if the Communist Party ean 
agree on poiiey, it can move forward and. begin to break its 
isolation * Because we now have a better poiiey than we had 
prior to the 17th National Gonv©ntion,. we are a part, of the. grow- 
ing, movement among, the Negroes-. We are involved in the Midwest., 
in California, and in other places,, and this indicates what is 
new* 

Then H&LL asked, Why do these things happen? Why don't 
they happen in New. York,. - Philadelphia, and . New Jersey? Answering 
these quest ions. HALL said, Where the Communist Party participates 
it is carrying out the Communist Party mass line and is beginning 
to do mass work* Where no effort is made, we are isolated. 
Although the Communist Party has a mass policy, it is not yet 
being carried out. CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT made a- good report* He 
showed how the Communist Party ©an toe a part of. the mainstream of 
life* Communist Parties have to fee a part of various, movements 
■ in order to carry out mass, policies. 

In conclusion, HALL stated that the mew developments 
among the Negroes show a growing political consciousness and a 
building of Negro movements* Until recently, there was a. vacuum, 
in the field of political consciousness among Negroes* This 
vacuum is now being filled and we are helping to fill it. 



Remarks of BWKENB DENNIS 

After. am insignificant .remark ©a? two by ARNOID JOHNSON, 
EUGENE DENNIS stated that everything currently taking place among 
the ..Negroes is -mrf important*. ' la' the ©pinion of DENNIS ^ the 
Negro labor ©©ras©ils are most important fe©es«2®© they shew that 
a Negro working class is enraging t® lead, the movement for equal-- 
ity*.

Im a vago© way s JACKSON urged the supporting of actions 
for boycotts in the South? 

Remarks of DANNY RUBIN 

DANNY ROBIN emphasised the importance of the youth "sit 
down" movement in the South* E© said that the Youth Council at 
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Duke University supported the "sit down". The National Students 
Association adopted a resolution in support of the Negroes in 
the South who want equality. This resolution was sent to Presi- 
dent .EISENHOWER and Vice President NIXON. 

Remarks of PHIL HART 



After a word or two by MORRIS CHIUJS, PHIL BART stated 
that whatever is discussed and resolved in the Negro Commission \ 
should find its way into the rest of the Party in order to get a \ 
program of action. He urged those present to get in contact with ' 
all organizations in the Communist Party and then to ask the 
Party membership to help organize a fight against the filibusters 
in Congress* 

Summary by CLAUDE LIGHTFOO T 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT summarized the discussion and said 
that there was a need for, collectivity. He stated, We need some 
form of struggle to give life to the slogan "Free by *63". This 
is a big question, although not a very realistic one. What is 
Important is the struggle for Negro freedom and the main thing 
is to organize Negro voters for the I960 elections. He pointed 
out that in St. Louis, 30% of the vote is the Negro vote, and 40% 
of the Democratic Party vote in St. Louis is Negro. Thus, it is 
quite obvious that in such a situation the Negroes can be a big 
influence politically. 

Then LIGHTFOOT described how in many cities the whites 
are moving to the suburbs because .they .are worried about -the . 
Negroes takissg over, the city. Yet, as a result of this develop- 
ment, the whites are losing control of the vote in the .cities, 
because of the preponderance of Negroes. . 

Then LIGHTFOOT stated that there is no widespread 
voters organization amoag the Negroes which would permit them to 
fully utilize their voting power. This is why. the organization of 
a Negro Voters League is most important. He said, We need some 
bridges to connect the Communist. Party and the masses. 

In .concluding, LIGHTFOOT made, the following proposals: 

(1) That a statement be issued by the Secretariat of the 
. . Communist Party « USA and that this statement, deal 

with the general situation in the.. struggle for Negro 

rights. 
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(2) That a s;pgj©i&l memorandum foe issued on civil rights 
in keepisEg with the r©port of HY LUMER. • 

(3) That th© Secretariat assign som© youth to go South to 
s©@ what is what and to give a hand p if necessary*

LIGHTFOOT wer© assigned to prepare th© statement on the struggle ^ r 
for Negro rights. While th© youth to b© assigned to go to the . 
South was not namedj it was learned that JOE NORTH and JAMES 
JACKSON plan t© g® to th© South soon in ®rd©r to ©over the "sit 
downs" for ,e Th© Worker".

any proposal made toy SCHNE IDERMAN toy telling him that he has been 
criticized as an enemy agent of the Soviet Union and as an 
imperialist agent. 

The suggestion, was mad® that GUS HALL write- a personal 
letter asking- for a correction in- the "Kommunist" in regard to 
the statements about SCHNE IDERM&N • 

• IV« • A Midwest. Edition of "The Worker" 

Report of JAMES JACKSON 

JAMES JACKSON started his report with some figures in 
regard to current circulation of "The Worker". He said the total 
circulation is 15,000, with 10,000 copies circulated in the United 
States and 5,000 copies circulated atoroad. 

The following, is "The Worker" circulation in. some of 
the Midwest States %

JACKSON said that if some scattered circulation, which 
goes beyond. what can be termed the Midwest, is added ,. the , total 
for bundles and subscriptions in the Middle West. would be 2,778. 
The total circulation in New York is 3,948. 

Concerning costs, JACKSON stated that it: costs $10.00 
to print each copy, of . the , paper for one year. In 1959, the total 
income was $60,000.00 in round numbers. The total deficit,, in 
round numbers, was $100,000.00. The total cost of production was 
$160,000.00, broken down as follows: 

Printing* . . * * $50 , 000* 00 

Wages. 50,000*00 

Administration and Distribution 50,000.00 

Miscellaneous 10 , 000* 00 

Of the $60,000.00 in income., $50,000.00 came from dona- 
tions and subscriptions, $5,000.00 from. advertisements, and 
$5,000.00 from fund-raising meetings. In Michigan, the income 
from sales. was $3,000.00, and $2,500.00 was raised in the fund 
drive* It costs $6,000.00 just to put out the . issues for Mich^ 
igan* 

JACKSON said that he did not favor a Midwest edition of 
"The Worker" at this time. He stated that even now there are 
problems in regard to the staff in the Midwest. The copy from 
the Midwest often is. not received in New York in time to be pub- 
lished. . The Midwest, pages may mean that there would not be 
enough space left. in the paper for a particular crusade* The. 
styles of the Midwest pages and those of the national pages will 
differ, and this will not make for a cohesive paper. 

JACKSON stated that one solution might be two different 
front pages, one for the Midwest and. one for the national issue. 
If. this Midwest front page could be printed as a wrap-around in 
Chicago, it might help the situation, but then the subscribers in 
the. Midwest would receive the paper a day later. 

In conclusion, JACKSON stated that the technical problems, 
the financial problems,, and the lack of a staff do not. make a Mid- 
west edition feasible at the present time. 
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Remarks of ERIC BERT 

ERIC BERT stated that Chicago is not equipped to fill 
four pages ©f a Midwest edition, unless items from the local 
newspapers in Chicago are re-written for "The Worker". He said 
that sometimes it is necessary to wait for days for copy f rom _ 
Chicago, although the delay is sometimes due to the late arrival 
of the mail. 

Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT stated that it is not just a question 
of a Midwest edition of 'The Worker". If the decision of the 17th 

National Convention to build the Party is to be carried out, then^ 
it is necessary to have a paper' with news ..pertaining to the, Middle. . 
West. 

Remarks of CARL WINTER 

CARL WINTER agreed with the views of CIAUDE LIGHTFOOT. 
He said that the four pages for the Midwest edition might squeeze 
out of "The Worker" a lot of material which is not read anyway. 
He proposed that eight pages be printed in advance as a magazine 
and that these eight pages be inserted inside the four pages 
containing material concerning the Middle West. 

Remar ks of GUS HALL 

GUS HALL agreed with the views of LIGHTFOOT and WINTER, 
despite all the technical and financial difficulties involved in 
having a Midwest edition. He said that originally he was opposed 
to a Midwest edition, but he now believes that cold water should 
not be thrown on the enthusiasm in the Middle West, which is pre- 
pared to increase the circulation, etc. 

"Remarks- of WILLIAM L. PATTERSON 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON stated that he thought that the 
size of "The Worker" should not be reduced, even though the printer 
is not a good on© and cannot print more than, twenty pages , includ- 
ing the four pages for the Midwest edition. PATTERSON said he 
felt that the difficulties could be overcome and that a Midwest 
edition is possible. 

General Discussion and Motions 
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Hy LUHER spoke in favor of a Midwest edition. JACK 
STACHEL complained that the Party has not yet guaranteed the life 
of "The Worker". He pointed out, that there was a deficit of 
$100 , 000* 00 in 1959j and that of the total of $60,000.00 raised, 
$30,000.00 of this came from Hew York. 

After a long debate on technical problems, a decision 
was reached to issue a sixteen-page paper to be published in Hew 
York. Four pages, of the -national issue will be changed for .the 
Midwest in such a way as to create the least possible trouble. 

A motion was also adopted to have a Hew York edition 
in addition to the national and Midwest editions, since the Hew 
Yorkers were not willing to go along- with the proposal for a Mid- 
west edition without this motion. 

In a private conversation, JAMES JACKS0H said that he 
did not know what motivated CARL WINTER to support a Midwest 
edition. He said he thinks SAM KUSHNER wants to be the Editor 
©f the Midwest edition. JACKSON again stated that copy from the 
Midwest is often a re-hash of news, items from Chicago papers, 
and he doubts that the Midwest can fill four pages each week. 

V. A Discussion of the Draft Declaration 
of Aims and Tasks, Adopted at the 17th 
national Convention „ 

Report of JAMES ALLEN 

JAMES ALLEN stated he believes that the Communist Party ■ 
USA still lacks a central perspective for all its work; that is, 
a Single cohesive drive- for the revival of the Communist Party and 
the progressive movement in the United States.. 

He said that he is probably the most severe, critic of 
the Declaration of Aims and Tasks. It falls short in regard to 
the central tasks of the communist Party. He said that if people 
listened to him when he presented the Declaration at the 17th 
national Convention,- he was discouraging a discussion and was 
only expecting a formal endorsement of the Declaration. 

ALLEN said that the major job is to transform the Com- 
munist Party - USA from a state of inertia to a state of motion. 
He reminded those present of the discussion at the meeting of the 
Secretariat at which GUS HALL reported on a review of the new 
book, "Foundations of Marxism-Leninism". In that discussion, 
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GUS MLLp basing Ms remarks on the review of the book which 
'appeared in the "World Marxist Review", saids 

, (1) In the old hook on Marxism~Leninism toy JOSEPH 
STALIN p there was- a rigid, military concept of. strategy,* This is 
now outmoded * 

. (2) The new book replaces the. old concept .by an inter- 
weaving: of strategy and tactics * thus showing a, more flexible 
approach* 

(3) The fight for democracy applies to the most highly 
developed capitalist countries, as well as to the .most backward 
of countries * This is the historic phase * It puts emphasis on 
the need for dei»cratic struggles against monopoly, struggles 
which will lead to a government with a new content and maybe even 
a new structure * 

(4) "Foundations of Marxism~Leninism" further empha- 
sises the skill of leadership which is required to develop a 
clear, mass line* 

(5) . The . book points out the need . to avoid a mechanical 
transference of general theories to one situation* 

The Italian Communist Party, in its recent theses in 
preparation for its Congress, stressed the independence of the 
Communist Party as a guarantee of its success in. Italy* 

(6) The anti«monopoly struggle* 

(7) The necessity of. not losing sight of the moral and 
cultural decay of capitalist society* This means that the Commu- 
nist Party places a lot of stress on humanism, but without for~ 
getting that its. humanism is based on the class struggle * 

(8) < The relations of the Bight and Left dangers to 
each other* It is not merely a mechanical idea that the Right 
can become Left and the- Left can become revisionist*- But we need 
to emphasize, changes which take place, in different periods* For 
example, a period when we need to work in a united front and not 
merely to say that the Right danger or the possibility of capitu~ 
1 at ion increase when objective conditions are bad for the Party 
in the country* As we move forward fighting revisionism, we fight 
the remnants of the Right danger* This approach would avoid 
extreme swings of the pendulum* 
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(9) The ne©d for systematic study. 

Continuing, ALLEN said. that this general outlook is very 
much related to our tasks and aims, and the nature. of the Communist 
Party, Mar xism-Leninism .says that we are., in a new phase of 
peaceful coexistence which is quite different from pre- and.-, post 
World War II phases. Until World War II, peaceful coexistence 
could fee interpreted as a breathing spell. However, now, or as 
long as we havs two different social systems, peaceful coexistence , 
is a permanent thing. But in the realm of -ideology* -there is no - 
&^&J£Mmzlmq^§$@^3 8£ .coexi stence because we ham two di , aiaet° 
rically opr ©®!^ social systems and classes » .and this ideological 
strujgRl oi_w^ > l_n©t ii end . until one system prevai Is , But the present 
relation of forces in the world shows that a choice of systems . 
people want to l^we under is possible without armed struggle. 
NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV 5 s trip to the United States was an example of 
this. KHRUSHCHEV preached peaceful coexistence , but did not 
give one inch on ideology. 

Continuing, ALLEN stated that in the declaration of the 
seventeen Communist. Parties., which met. in Rome,- Italy, there was 
a phrase something like thiss A turning point is beginning to 
show toward th© ending of the .cold war* • The Italians were even 
more optimistic In their .writings than., the optimism expressed in 
this statement <r The 17~Party Statement.. reflects that a turn 
toward relaxation of tensions has taken. place." A further turn 
can end th© cold war. The Communist .Party « USA has stated. that 
a thaw has begun, but that, the cold war is far .from. ended,, etc. 

Next,- ALLEN stated that in his ©pinion, we in the Com» 
munist Party <=» USA do not see the beginning -of a turning point. 
The Cossaunist Pasty ~ USA needs to .help bring about .a turning 
point in doaesti© policies in order to guarantee a turn in foreign 
policy which would further guarantee peaceful coexistence. 

ALLEN stated that in his opinion, in the United States . 
it is necessary to have a precise and dynamic expression of 
peaceful co-existence. This expression is lacking in the- Draft 
Declaration of Aips and Tasks of the Party. 

In regard to a central perspective, ALLEN said, We have 
a general perspective of anti«*?©n©p©ly struggle, but other .Commu~ 
nist Parties , ©specially European Communist Parties , plan to have 
the fight for democracy as the very central part of the struggle.. 
This is the central perspective for th© present historical period. 
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ALLEN said he believes there are new opportunities to 
fight for liberty and democracy and to give the slogans fox 
liberty and democracy new. vitality. Thus, the Communist Party - 
USA needs to raise a series, of demands for democracy and a series 
of demands to taeak up the monopolies* . These demands to be 
treated as democratic measures aimed not to achieve socialism, 
but rather -fee limit monopolies and reaction* 

Continuing ,. ALLEN stated, We in the Communist Party - 
USA should work like European Communists to establish a democratic 
type of government,, and in this way to check unlimited capitalist . 
exploitation* W© do not agree with ALEX BITTELM&N that a magic 
formula will b© found as a transition to socialism* But we do . 
believe that democratic development paves the way for socialism 
and even a form of the dictatorship of the proletariat* We have 
raised these things , but they were not a part -of our .central 
perspective. Ow perspective on the Negro question is in line 
with this out lino* We have this line in our trade union policy, 
but it is not set forth as the central aim of the Party. 

In ©©including, ALLEN said that the Draft Declaration 
of Aims and Tasks is unsatisfactory* It needs re-working and 
should snot b® published * He said it was only formally adopted 

at the 17th National Convention* 

By way of comment, this is an effort on the part of 
ALLEN, as the chief author of the Draft Declaration of Aims and 
Tasks j to correct the. Party line in order to bring it into .closer 
conf ©natty with the line of the international Communist movement, 

ALLEN concluded with a proposal that a sub-committee be . 
established t® work over 'the Draft Declaration of Aims, and Tasks* . 
He said that while the Declaration stressed socialism as an aim, 
it did not. advocate the struggle for immediate demands and did 
not spell out how to obtain them. He also thinks that the Draft 
Declaration should be sharpened in regard to the question of 
peaceful ©coexistence* 

Remarks of GPS HALL 

GUS HALL said that he agreed with JAMES ALLEN'S approach* 
He stated that ALLEN •s report shows the need for theoretical dis- . 
cussion. He suggested that the Party not rush in regard to this 
matter. There may be a discussion by the National Committee or 
a subcommittee can he established for this purpose* HALL also 
suggested that the Secretariat of the Communist Party - USA begin 
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a discussion on a document which will deal with peaceful co- 
existence. 

Remarks, of CARL WINTER 

CARL WINTER stated that class relationships and develop- 
ment are related to the Right and Left dangers. The Communist 
Party - USA is ©orroct in placing emphasis on those resisting the 
ending of the cold war* We want to remember that we are working 
in the United States and not in Europe. We made a contribution 
at the 17th National Convention. Every problem discussed was 
related to reality. We had to be concrete in regard to peaceful 
co»existeac© because the people in the United States have never 
suffered a bomfeisss in wartime. 

In concluding , WINTER said, We have to emphasize social- 
ism aad recogniso that there are no stages of socialism, even 
though there may be transitional phases, Furthermore, we cannot 
check capitalist exploitation as such. 

Remarks of BY LUSHER 

HY LUMER stated, We cannot have a deep discussion with- 
out a complete translation of the new book, "Foundations of 
Marxism-Leninism" „ Although a review of the book appeared in the 
"World Marxist Review" „ only eight hundred copies of the •♦World 
Marxist Review'* are circulated in the United States. So, most of 
our poople have not even read a review of the book. 

LUMER proposed that an article be written for "Political 
Affairs" based on th© discussion at this meeting. He also pro- 
posed that th© chapter on democracy in the "Foundations of 
Marxlsm-Leninism" be translated from Russian into English as soon 
as possible. 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

Pounding on th© table and shouting at the top of his 
voice, BEN DAVIS ©aid h© agrees 100% with JAMES ALLEN, R© shouted, 
The dangers of revisionism aro still here. Wo should criticize 
the article by EUGENE DENNIS on peaceful co-existence which appeared 
in "Political Affairs". CARL WINTER'S thesis of American ©xcep- 
tionalism is wrong, W© need to identify ourselves with and endorse 
the declaration of the seventeen Communist Parties which met in 
Rome. The Negro struggle is th© central question in the United 
States. It is not a central question, but is th© central question. 
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Reptarks of MORRIS GHILPS 

MORRIS CHIIDS launched into a verbal attack against BEN 
DAVIS. He reminded DAVIS that when the 17-Party Declaration was 
printed in the "World Marxist Review", that alongside it appeared 
a letter sent by the National Office to the membership of the 
Communist Party - USA. CHIIDS said that the "World Marxist 
Review" would not have published this letter if it was not con- 
sidered valid and correct. 

Continuing, CHIIDS said, We have to do independent 
. thinking, taking into consideration our circumstances. He stated, 
No doubt there are disagreements between the Communist Parties 
of China and the Soviet Union, and shadings of opinion among the 
European Communist Parties on this question. Therefore, why 
should we declare ourselves on something published by other 
countries. 

CHIIDS criticized DAVIS for shouting and pounding on 
the table and for implying that everyone is wrong if they do not 
agree with him. CHILD S said it is necessary to have a calm dis- 
cussion, even if DAVIS wants to fight the. 17th National Conven- 
tion all over again. 

CHILDS then asked what the Party is going to do with 
ALEX BITTELMAN, since BITTELMAN is scheduled to speak before the 

American Forum, in Chicago. 

DAVIS interrupted to say that he had become rather 
excited and did not mean to shout. 

In concluding, CHILDS said that the Communist Party - 
USA has a fundamental policy on aims and purposes, and that this 
policy was adopted at the 17th National Convention.- GUS HALL 
. agreed with this statement by CHILDS. 

At this, point, the meeting was recessed for a couple of 
minutes to allow tempers to cool. JACK STACHEL, IRVING POTASH, 
JAMES JACKSON, and CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT were observed telling CHILDS 
that it was about time that DAVIS was put . in his. place. CHILDS 
commented that. he had probably made an enemy in DAVIS. 

By way of comment, it appears that WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 
wants to start the fight in the Party all over again, and that 
BEN DAVIS is his spokesman. The FOSTER— DAVIS theory is that the 
, cold war is over and that the Communist Party cannot fight monopoly 
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because seme of the m@n©p©li©s favor the ending of the cold war.

A three-man committee , consisting of EUGENE DENNIS , HY 
LUHER, and JAMES ALLEN , was selected to go over the Draft Declar- 
ation of Aims and Purposes,

INFORMATION AND COMMENTS CONCERNING THE 
GENERAL SITUATION IN THE LEADERSHIP OF 
THE COMMUNIST PARTY - USA 

During the week of -February 21, 1960, in discussions 
with PHIL BART, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, JAMES JACKSON, GUS HALL, 
IRVING POTASH „ and. others, it was learned • that WILLIAM Z\ FOSTER 
y and BEN DAVIS are not reconciled to the present set-up in the 
leadership of the Communist Party - USA, and it is possible that 
the struggle for top leadership in tte Party will continue; It 
appears that FOSTER wants to revive, the fight in the Party* 
ELIZABETH GURLET FLYNN said she thinks that FOSTER has "gone off 
his rocker". She said, that sh® wondered how long FOSTER will con- 
tinue to live and to cause grief for everyone in the leadership 
of the Party. She said that the situation in the national leader- 
ship is pretty bad. ■ BEN DAVIS has mot learned a thing. She held 
PEGGY DENNIS responsible for some of the things which have 
occurred in the leadership. She said that PEGGY DENNIS cannot 
stand to see GENE DENNIS criticised. 

FOSTER has recently sent two more letters to the 
-National Office of the Communist Party •= USA. Cm© letter took 
exception to the resolution on Negro affairs adopted at the 17th 
National Convention. FOSTER wrote that concepts in the resolu- - 
tion were wrong and that- the- document is not complete. To sub- 
■ staatiate his arguments, FOSTER <pjoted from his own book dealing 
.with the history of the Negro in the United States. 

The other letter written by FOSTER to the National 
Office sharply criticised the article by EUGENE DENNIS on peaceful 
co-existence, which appeared in "Political Affairs ". FOSTER* s 
main indictssent was that DENNIS emitted mentioning the main 
enemies — that is, DENNIS, in this article, should have attacked ■ 
NELSON ROCKEFEXlaER, DEAN ACHESON, and former President HARRY 
. TRUMAN. FOSftER also criticized DENNIS 9 article as being too 
academic. 

Prior to and 'Subsequent to the writing of these letters, 
there have been statements mad® by FOSTER and BEN DAVIS. .Accord- 
ing to- EUGENE DENNIS, FOSTER has raised the <tuestiom as to whether 
DENNIS should be the Chairman of the Cosacsunist Party ~ USA. On 
the other hand, BEN DAVIS has said that when GUS HALL is out of 
New York City, then he* DAVIS, should be the acting- General Secre- 
tary of the Party. 



Meanwhile , there have been oblique attacks on the 
appointments to various national commissions of the Communist 
Party « USA. GUS HALL said that both FOSTER and DAVIS have stated 
that the International Affairs and Peace Commission of the Commu- 
nist Party ;« USA has been run as a personal institution of EUGENE 
DENNIS* DAVIS has said that he wonders , if there is any need for 
such a committee; and if there is such a need, then he, DAVIS, 
wants to be that committee * , 

There is also evidence that the New York District is 
relatively inactive and is not doing anything of significance* 
Thus far , many in tl© New York District have refused to recognize 
the real leadership in the District* These members are pushing 
ARNOLD JOHNSON to the forefront and thrusting aside BILL ALBERTSON 
and BETTY GANNETT* The "do nothing" policy is based on the 
excuse that CLARENCE HATHAWAY is not yet in New York and that the 
members will begin to work when HATHAWAY settles in New York* 
Functionaries u in the New York District have gone without pay foy 
weeks * 

To farther complicate the situation $ EUGENE DENNIS ha$ 
refused, to accept certain assignments* On Tuesday* February 23 \ 
I960* GUS HALL was he^rd to tell MORRIS GHIIDS that DENNIS is 
not accepting responsibility and is displaying a subjective 
attitude* HALL said that through this behavior, DENNIS is play- 
ing into the hands of FOSTER and DAVIS* In other words > DENNIS 1 
method of work has given FOSTER and DAVIS an opening* 

HALL questioned <5PIP>$. about the manner in which the 
International Affairs Commission /functioned* After his reply* 
CHILDS asked HALL how seriously he had discussed these matters 
with DENNIS* HALL said that he had talked to DENNIS, but that 
the discussion was not conducted zander the best of circumstance?* 
HALL stated that DENNIS has, to recognize that even if DAVIS is 
in error at times, he is still a part of the Secretariat* Accords 
ing to HALL, DENNIS refuses to recognize this* HALL stated, how- 
ever* that his chief complaint against DENNIS is that DENNIS is 
not co-operating* 

HALL stated that he would like CHI1DS to tell DENNIS 
that DENNIS has to co-operate j otherwise FOSTER and DAVIS will 
drive a wedge into the Secretariat* CHILDS replied that while 
DENNIS does not work, in the best manner at all times, some things 
cannot be generally discussed and DENNIS does, know how to keep a 
secret* CHILDS suggested that some of these problems be ironed 
out in a meeting previously proposed between HALL, DENNIS, and 
CHILDS* 
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In a discussion between EUGENE DENNIS, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, 
and MORRIS CHILDS on February 26, 1960> at which PEGGY DENNIS 
was present, she said she thinks that GUS HALL is an unscrupulous, 
. opportunistic guy. LIGHTFOOT said that he did not agree* LIGHT- 
FOOT admitted that HALL is ambitious, but said that he is not 
opportunistic • 

During this discussion, the composition of the National 
Executive Committee was brought up. DENNIS said that in order to 
prevent DAVIS from adding his supporters to the National Execu- 
tive Committee, an effort will be made to limit representation 
from the New York District on the National Executive Committee to 
one person* and that person will probably be CLARENCE HATHAWAY. 
Also* an effort will be made to keep DOROTHY HEALEY off of the 
National Executive Committee only for the purpose of eliminating 
BURT NELSON and thus limiting the West coast to one representative, 
possibly MICKEY LIMA. LIGBTFOOT and CHILDS told DENNIS that they 
would propose that one day prior to the National Committee meeting 
in Chicago, there should be an enlarged meeting of the Secretariat 
for the purpose of discussing the selection and election of mem- 
bers of the National Executive Committee. 

. It has also been learned that there is some resentment 
in the. top leadership in regard to the activities of GUS BALL. 
He is. being criticized for taking on too match work as tut indi- 
vidual. For example, he recently prepared a letter addressed to 
Jell Club Chairmen. No one in the National Office, including the 
'National Organization Secretary, PHIL BART, saw this letter until 
after it was mimeographed and ready for mailing. It is felt that 
DENNIS might modify HALL, who. is a little too wild at times. 
Thus, DENNIS should take on more responsibilities, taking into 
Consideration his present incapacity due to illness.

$500 to JAMES JACKSON for expenses and problems in 
connection with the funeral of LOU BURNHAH. 

$200 to EUGENE DENNIS. DENNIS did not state what 
this sum would be used f ©r*v 

$2,000 to CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT for political activities, 
Negro work, and the Midwest Conference of the Chicago League 
of Negro- Voters* 

$700 to MOHRIS CHILDS for expenses in connection 
with travel* and medical expenses incurred during the pro- 
longed illness of his wife*. 

DENNIS stated that CHILDS should indicate in his records 
that the payment of $2,000 to LIGHTFOOT was made in 1959 so that 
there would be .no question as to whether DENNIS had authority to 
authorize this expenditure after the 17th- National Convention. 

It was further learned that CHILDS gave JACKSON $500 
and DENNIS $200 during the week of February 21, 1960, and that 
CHILDS gave LIGHTFOOT $2,000 on March 1, 1960, in compliance with 
the above authorization. 

*\ PHIL BART stated daring the. week of February 21, .1960, 

that both EUGENE DENNIS and GUS HALL "jumped all over him" for 
agreeing to accept funds from the Communist Party of Cuba for the 
purpose, of establishing a Cuban«American Friendship Committee in 
the United States-.- BART said that he was criticised, even though 
no funds were ever received by the Communist Party =• USA from the 
Communist Party of Cuba. BART further stated that h© was asked to 
send a message to. the Communist Party of Cuba in regard to this 
matter.. This message should reflect that discussions in regard .to" 
funds were a mistake and that the Communist Party. ~ USA does not 
need any money from the Communist Party of Cssfea*. 

EUGENE DENNIS stated on Feteuary 26., I960,, that he .was 
authorizing the expenditure of funds received "from abroad*' for the.

Bie meeting was then adjourned. 
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On 3/2/60, NY 2359-S* advised th&t on above 
date a meeting of the CP, USA Secretariat and invited 
guests was held in the th;Lrd floor board room at 
Communist Party Headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, NYC. 
Among those in attendance were: EUGENE DENNIS, who 
acted as Chairman, HY LUMER, BEN DAVIS, Jr., BILL 
ALBERTSON, JAMES JACKSON, JACK STACHEL, ijnmale DANNY 
, (believed to be DANNY RITOIN from Philadelphia), PHIL 
J BART, CLARENCE HATHAWAY\j|$< 

EUGENE DENNIS called the meeting to order and 
stated that the first point to be discussed xrould be 
the recently held Youth Convention* 

BILL ALBERTSON reported and said that the Youth 
Convention opened with about 125 individuals in 
attendance and closed with approximately 80 present. 
He pointed out that this drop in attendance was not as 
a result of any differences or struggles. He described 
the composition of the convention, as mostly students 
between the ages of 19 and 26* Some high school groups 
were represented but very few working people were 
represented and no Puerto Ricans represented ♦ He said 
the convention wa<s approximately evenly d&vided as to 
male and female, 

Continuing ALBERTSON stated that a policy 
and declaration of principles was adopted which was 
essentially the line of this national leadership. He 
said the main report set the tone for the convention and 
the debate which followed was of a high political character

ALBERTSON said the vote on the main report was in effect 
a vote to set up the organization under the Declaration 
of Principles'^^ 

ALBERTSON read the Declaration of Principles 
which included the following pertinent points: 
a stand for peace and total disarmament! equal rights; 
anti-discrimination; struggles against forces of opposition 
to the Bill of Rights; an organized approach to Marxist 
theory; inform all prospective applicants of the group's 
Declaration of Principles, He said the organization's 
existence and activities are in accord with American 
traditions . jv' 

ALBERTSON felt, however, that most of the 
documents were inadequate. With regard to the name of 
the organization, the convention generally agreed that it 
should contain both Marxist and socialist, but the 
adoption of a name is to be held in abeyance until the 
constitutional convention 

Regarding leadership, ALBERTSON said that there 
were several problems which he described as problems 
of unification, non-party people, representation, age 
level and the fact that there was no constitution. He 
said they elected al ~1 



He described 
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the President as formerly associated with the Call Group 

and I . !□ 

ALBERTSON also commented that a number of non-party 
people were elected to the Executive Committee, but the 
majority elected tqthe leadership £ ought far line .adopted 
by the convention. 

Continuing ALBERTSON remarked that clubs were 
organized*,. • one to each borough. He said this is a v, 
Marxist youth Organization based on its orientation and yL^ 
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principles and not based on the fact that it is just 
an organization of Marxist youth /jg£ 

HY LUMER stated that up to now there had been 
a trend of a small group toward a "narrowly 

conceived Marxist organization" . LUMSES .felt the 
organisation should grow along Marxist lines but not in 
a narrow concept* He felt they should follow the 
developments closely $nd fight for the items in the 
Declaration of Principle s.^^/ 

Continufe&g; LUMER remarked that they should 
also be careful that the New York Organization does 
not proceed to "organize" a national grouping. He 
said the stimulus for this should come from the areas and 
the Party should use the coming National Committee meeting 
to bring the facts to the areas 

EUGENE DENNIS suggested the possibility of 
cre&ting an adult advisory group for the Youth Organization 
and that some of the people in this group could be from 
the Arts and Theatre and could consist of both Communists 
and non-Commimists.^fy, 

JACK STACHEL said this Youth Organization must 
be the most advanced socialist youth organization in the 
country # The Party must spend time and energy working 
with the Youth Organization giving them a knowledge of 
Marxism-Leninism and helping them in the fight for 
legality and emphasis should be placed on culture in the 
Youth Organization. He said New York must play a 
positive role in building a national Youth Organization 
and the Yout{^ Organization should have a paper reflecting 
its program, 

HY LUMER said that at the time of the National 
Committee meeting arrangements should be made to meet 
with representatives of the key districts concerning the 
Youth Organization. DANNY (RUBIN?) should plan a trip "ft* 





mm: 
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to districts in the Midwest and to the West coast to discuss 
some of the questions concerning the youth Organization. 
The question of the national Youth Publication should 
also be closely followed up.J^/ 

BEN DAVIS said credit must be given to comrades 
from the Party such as LUMER and ALBERTSON and to the 
youth themselves for eliminating factionalism and 
bringing about unity in the Youth Organization. He said 
publicity given to the Youth Organization must not give 
the impression that it is just another bourgeois yoiith 
organization without an ideological core. He emphasized 
the importance of EISENHOWER'S remarks that every country 
has the right to its own social system and that every 
Individual has the right to his own political philosophy. 
DAVIS said "we" must exploit this statement by EISENHOWER 
and use it to fight for the legality of the Youth 
Organization and to popularize Marxist currents among 
youth and masses of workers .^g^ 

DAVIS said the Youth Organization set up in 
New York will have a profound effect upon the happenings 
in other states. The New York Organization should set 
a good standard and pattern. The activity of the Youth 
Organization for the next period should center around the, 
student demonstrations in the South for desegregation .^2^ 

JAMES JACKSON generally reviewed the activities 
of students in the South in the fight for desegregation. 
He said that he and JOE NORTH went to Richmond, Virginia, 
and talked to people involved in the activity there and 
NORTH spoke to a number of Trade Union people and to 
some white ministers and sounded out their reactions as 
to what could be done the re 
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Continuing, JACKSON stated that at a meeting he had 
attended during his trip in the South, he noted the militant 
character of the individuals in attendance and that no one 
spoke of pacifism. JACKSON stated that national solidarity 
is required and pressures should be brought to bear on the 
Attorney General to take proper action regarding the Negro 
struggle .18^ 

BEN DAVIS next pointed out items to be considered in 
New York as regards the Negro question: (1) He said there is 
to be a large student demonstration on 34th Street in front of 
Woolworth's Five and Ten Cents Store which has been endorsed 
by many student groups in t he city. No date was mentioned by 

DAVIS . that at a meeting of the Bronx 

County CP Committee held on 3/2/60, MI.MI FRIED LANDER 3 Chairman, 
Bronx County CP, stated that a demonstration would be held on 
Saturday (3/5/60) from 11:06 sum, to 3:00 p.m. in front of 
Woolworth's at 34th Street, New York City.) (This may be the 
demonstration referred to above by DAVIS.) (2) DAVIS said 
that some effort should be made to organise a citywide meeting 
which would concretely express the Negro struggle?^ 

DAVIS stated that due to differences of opinion, this 
question should be discussed before the New York State Board. 
He said that the Party must not let the Negro question become 
routine, for there has never been such a wide- spread assault 
by the Southern Negroes on the Dixiecrat government in the 
South. He said this is essentially a revolutionary fight, and 
the Negro people in the South, spearheaded by the students, are 
taking the fight for democracy in their own hands. He said the 
Party must issue a statement giving an analysis and a perspective 
regarding the whole Negro liberation struggle. n We" must find 
tactical ways of getting into the situation, influencing fcfrand 
giving it leadership. DAVIS felt that pressure must be brought 
to bear on the Democrats to break with the Dixiecrats . He said 
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the Party must become active in the South and send someone 
down there to give leadership and direction, and if -'we 
do not do this, r W will be condemned by history^/ 

JACK STACHEL remarked that a "revolution" is 
approaching much quicker than we thought, He said "we" 
must begin to mobilize and agitate with whatever forces we 
have in the labor movement regarding the Negro struggle, and 
that the Party must speak up as to what is the role of the 
labor movement in this situation.^ 

PHIL BART said that "we" need to re-examine the whole 
Southern Party setup and must look into how they are going to 
operate and how our forces will function. He said that a sub- 
committee should go over the whole question as to how the Party 
is to find forms and ways to function in the South.'^P^' 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY stated that there has been a 
tremendous development in the whole Negro field and the main 
problem is to find what "we" can do in a positive way and 
what is to be avoided. He said the Party must direct its 
activities toward the 13th, 14th and 15th Amendments, as well 
as the civil rights fight in Congress. He said the Party should 
have a clear and firm political policy, but be on guard against 
any sectarian aspect which would narrow the movement down.JjS^ 

HY LUMER commented with regard to federal intervention 
in civil rights legislation and s?aid that the Party must have a 
constant flow of mass action and pressure to force the South to 
carry their civil rights duties .Nj^ 

EUGENE DENNIS suggested that there be an all-student 
conference in Washington in the near future. He said the 
National Student Association should make an appeal throughout v, 
the country for this conference. DENNIS stated that the leaders,^ 
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of the student movement and the Southern leadership conference 
insist that their movement is a pacifist njpyement, and added 
w I 5f do not think * 7 we" should dispute that.C&* 

DENNIS stated that the fact of the matter is that 
this movement of protest is a militant attempt that takes this 
form. He said it is a mass violation of the order of Jim Crow 
and is really a new stage of the Negro people's movement in 
the struggle for equality in the country 

BEN DAVIS stated that the South has three ways to 
handle the student demonstration: (1) They can kill it with 
terror. (2) They can close down all the places* (3) They 
can carry through all integration. DAVIS added that there is 
a possibility of victory here, and ;f we must give leadership 
to this new movement 

JACK STACHEL next proposed that "The Worker v issue 
of March 13, 1960, be a concentration with ten thousand 
extra copies to be distributed. He said that New York will 
take about half of these extra copies 

IRVING POTASH next reviewed the activities of the 
Trade Union Commission meeting held on February 26, 1960. 
(Complete details of this meeting being forwarded to Bureau 
by separate letter.) 

POTASH suggested that a speech jnade by MACEY (phonetic) , 
i3 a very important Negro labor leader/' made at the Quakers 
meeting in Chicago on February 20 9 1960, and which is being 
published by the Quakers, is an important bridge to the expression 
of peace and is a fundamental departure from the position of the 
AFL-CIO cpnvention, PO'MSa felt that the Party should make 
wid$ use of this speech • J^f 
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He said many people feel that "The Worker" should 
publish a flyer of statements and declarations of other people 
on the question of peace to encourage taade union officials to 
take a positive stand and not continue this so-called cold war 
policy,^^ 

BEN DAVIS stated that he was shocked at GEORGE MORRIS ' 
last article, saying it was "cynical" and gave no leadership, 
which tended to demoralize rather than mobilize the people. 
DAVIS said '*we" must find a more effective way to guide 
GEORGE'S "dynamite typewriter.*^ 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY suggested that articles such as 
GEORGE MORRIS' column should be checked before they appear, 
as they can do irreparable damage. jSs^ 

IRVING POTASH then reported on the status of the 
Henry Winston case, both legally and medically. He said that 
our consultant had expressed shock at the statements of Dr. 
FIERING (phonetic) concerning Winston's general condition, . 
and felt that it may take a year for Winston to walk again 

POTASH stated that an appeal has been sent to the 
Parole Board for a review of WINSTON'S case, and BENNETT 's 
office (JAMES BENNETT, Director, Bureau of Prisons) has agreed 
not to remove WINSTON from %he hospital until the Parole 
Board has reached a decision 

Concerning the court case, POTASH said that no progress 
has been made and they have eossidared engaging a prominent 
attorney such as WILLIAMS (phonetic) (not further identified); 
however, the question of finances is critical at this time/jg^ 

Concerning the campaign re WINSTON, POTASH said the 
Parole Board is still being flooded with letters and wires .JgZ 
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He said that PATTERSON (possibly WILLIAM L. PATTERSON) appeared 
Monday, 2/29/60, before the National Baptist Council and they 
agreed to act, but refused to allow any publicity on it. He \ 
said, however, the campaign is growing outside of this country.^ 



POTASH stated that the question of funds and publicity 



is pressing and that EDNA (WINSTON ?), in whose name a Post 
Office bos has been rented for letters and funds, is failing 
to provide information to them. Ke said she refuses to give 
them all the letters and says no funds have come in, but she 
has agreed to sencisome letters to the Party after she has 
photostated them, ^fc/ 



POTASH recommended that the Secretariat should appoint 



somebody to handle this work, as he is bei,ng forced to neglect 
his trade union duties. Informant noted that when EUGENE 
DENNIS arose to praise POTASH for his work, POTASH commented 
that he wanted "relief" and not praise-

Commission of the CP., USA was held in CP Headquarters, 
NY, NY. Among those in attendance were IRVING POTASH, 
MILTON ROSEN, SAM KUSRNER, CARL WINTER, JACK STACHEL 
and GEORGE MORRIS. 

There follows an account of proceedings at 
this meeting as reported by NY 2359-S* on 2/26/60 s 

IRVING POTASH : I suggest that at the next meeting We come 

prepared to make some proposals of people 
with whom we will establish a system of consultations that 
would amount to their participation. 

MILTON ROSEN: I know a guy who could play a role in a 

~ commission like this— JERRY (possibly 
JERRY ZALPH). 

SAM KUSHNER: I have certain reservations to the admission 
of other cadre to the committee. I think we 
should get the show rolling first and then if we have to 
add (cadre), we can do it the next trip. I have no objection 
to adding but I would qualify it with the question of the 
kind of additions. 

CARL XCCNTER: An authoritative group of trade union leaders 

should tackle trade union matters regularly 
and frequently and should be available if things happen that 
require quick sessions and not have to wait until the next 
National Executive Committee meeting or to take it up in 
the next commission meeting. .. .an authoritative group of 
people specializing in this field of work who can make 
decisions .... .1 can't come in here every two weeks, 

POTASH: I can't conceive of this commission functioning 
without at lease one person from the Midwest. 
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WINTER : I would suggest we take off the Comrade from 

Detroit, unless he wants to work at the Center 
on other matters and put on the Negro Comrade from 
Cleveland who is very important in this field of work. 
He (The Negro CcSmrade from Cleveland) is the trade 
secretary. He is a very decisive figure in the formation 
of this (blackboard) nationally. Maybe fte could attend 
once a month and I would attend once a morith (Trade Union 
Commission Meetings). We could e^ch come a different time 
and we're both from the Midwest*: and will be in touch with 
each other locally. His background is the U.E C and 
railroads (?) (blackboard) .,, .He has a broad background 
and because of that he was put on this.. ♦.not by us but 
by the main (blackboard) , The main point is that the 
National Center is here and the operative leadership of 
the Party is here. 

POTASH: I would suggest that at the next meeting we 

take up the question of industry commissions. 
At this point there are only two functioning commissions. 
It's a question of reviewing the situation in a number of 
industries to see if we should set up some on a national 
basis at once or if we should set up some on a local basis 
as a step toward a national commission and also work out a 
procedure for the regular functioning of subcommittees. So 
I would propose that we prepare for the next meeting 
information on industries where such commissions can be 
set up. Let's decide when the nejct meeting will be. 

JACK STACHEL : We 1 re making up a list of meetings. The 

Commission £hat 1 am workipg with 

has decided to meet evenings because we have mostly people 
Who are working — more than half of them. We have to 
arrange it so there is no conflict with the New York State 
Board. ..meeting March 3, and then we ape going to meet every 
first Thursday of the month- ^once a piQnth — the reason being 
that we have one other meeting the 3rd of each month that 
we call the editors (?) — ^one, a national group commission 
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of nine*, and one an editors' group — 20 people. We meet 
every month. I suggest that we consult with PHIL BART 
and pick a date that doesn*t conflict with other meetings. 
As-* of now we can meet in the daytime aright? We'll have 
"o consult with PHIL (BART) and with HATHAWAY. We'd like 
to meet sometime in the middle pf March. 



MILT ROSEN: We're not going to meet two weeks from today? 

STACHEL; We can't meet in the morning — unless you want to 
meet in the afternoon because we meet from 11:00 
until 1:30 every Friday. That involves WEINSTOCK, POTASH 
and myself on this committee* .We '11 have a meeting 
two weeks from today and then we'll settle it (dates for 
future Trade Union Commission meetings). That will be March 11, 

POTASH: On the question of literature .. .an article by KRCH (?) 

(KRCHMAREK) will appear in P. A. We haven ! t issued 
anything to the "Worker". The fact that we haven't issued 
anything has one advantage in that we can canvass a little 
more the situation among the steel workers as to just what 
is happening after the strike and how the settlement is 
actually working out in the plant and what some of the 
problems are and" we can ge^r to those more effectively 
than we could have had we issued something immediately 
after the stride. We are planning a folder on that and 
we are also planning a pamphlet on steel. In view of 
the problems that have arisen in the auto industry and 
the situation there now, how about having a four-page 
folder on the problems of the auto industry? 

WINTER: I can't do it right now. 

GEORGE MORRIS: I'll read you the resolution (possibly of 

AFL^CIO Exec. Council) .. .that was adopted 
at this . . .meeting: (MORRIS reads : ) Tl . . . .In the coming 
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"months foreign policy of the U.S. will be examined and 
re-examined. , .and no doubt there will be very great 
interest on the part of the American people in international 
affairs and problems our country faces . .... strives for 
world domination. In this situation, it is vitally necessary 
and our working people in particular to have the fullest 
possible understanding of the most important international 

problems at hand In view of the interest ... .of the 

AFL-CIO in the realm of our country's foreign relations 
and in the.... of the international free trade union movement... 
for the promotion of peace, freedom, and social justice, our 
organization should demop^trate and dramatize — especially at 
this crucial moment its effort to foster clarification of 
the critical world situatipn and United States policy therein 
in promoting peace and freedom. . . •So at this time the AFL-.CIO 
Executive Council has decided to call a conference to deal 
with the central issue of pup times, 'the struggle for peace 
and freedom. 1 This conference will be attended by officers 
of all international unions ...This conference will be... on 
various phases of the international situation. ♦ .April 19* 20 
(?), i960, the 185th anniversary of the Battle of Lexington 

and Concord (e*id of reading by MORRIS. He continues 

with comments as follows:) The obvious thing is its... anti- 
left in order to attribute labor's foreign policy to this 
drive that*s under way to pressure the EISENHOWER administration 
against what they call a '^Munich 1 in Paris and of course to 

influence the elections and everything else This is the 

first such conference that h$,s be$n arranged by the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council. . .This is really a pressure movement — part 
of a conspiracy to undermine the Summit. . . .It ! s a question of 
how we can possibly influence some expressions in that 

conference and to some extent the objectives of MEANY and 

at the same time indicate that th^re are peace issues at 
stake... Now take the position of REUTHER. . . .He did take issue 
with MEANY. .•.The Soviet press w$s surprised a bit by some of 
his expressions and featured his remarks in a discussion on 
MEANY ! s report in which MEJANY took a cold war line. REUTHER, 
in that discussion, took a position. .We did feature a 
Photostatic copy of REUTHER * s marriage license.. The point is 
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"that PRUITT (ph) didn't single him (REUTHER?) out as a 
great advocate of peace.... But in the United States he 
arranged that dinner with KHRUSHCHEV which was obviously 
clearly a conspiracy. . .He 's so delighted with the job he 
did that they had all the stuff photostated. You have 
here, 'free labor meets Khrushchev.' The whole thing is 
how they told off KHRUSHCHEV. The only ones who really 
told off KHRUSHCHEV in the United States was labor. Industry 
and all the other people cowtowed to him, but REUTHER and his 
people did a job on him. Which indicates that the most active 
enemies of the Soviet Union in the United States is the trade 
Union Movement. The headlines REUTHER received throughout 
the world showing how REUTHER told off KHRUSHCHEV. (MORRIS 
quotes from a speech favoring the admission of China to the U.N. 
and criticizing the foreign policy advocated by the AFL-CIO 
which may have been made by REUTHER at an earlier date.) 

MORRIS : I think the National Office should mimeograph this 

speech and should send copies to each district 
because this is wonderful ammunition. ... .Obviously REUTHER 
is playing the game now... The point for us is how to utilize 
this... at the conference. I think we should try to put 
MEANY on the spot in such a way that he would say something. 
One way would be to make this speech available and distribute 
it to the delegates so that MEANY' s position would be known 
and he would be put on the spot, I think this speech weald 
also help to contradict the effect REUTHER trying to publicize 
the dinner with KHRUSHCHEV. 
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We should try to issue some literature in connection 
with this conference;.; the possibility of making that 
conference as much of a debating ground as we possibly can 
between people within it and between us and the AFL-CIO. Perhape 
a folder for distribution- on Party policy in labori We've got 
to put these things out— in the name of somebody if we can, and 
if we can't, in the name of the Party. ;;;;;on the whole peace 
question; We should not let this conference go by without 
making ourselves a considerable nuisance; That way we will firs'? 
of all disrupt their purpose and secondly we will put some of 
these people within the AP3L-CI0 on the spot; 

POTASH: At this time the weight of the propaganda in this 

country is on the side of those who are fighting 
against the easing of the tensions and the easing of the 
cold war; That's true in Congress right now and it's true 
of the Democratic Party by and large and those in public life 
and in the government who have taken steps -to ease the 
tension are on the defensive at this point — and that includes 
EISENHOWER. That's true of the trade union movement also; 
Therefore, this conference will be an important thing because 
it will publicly approve this position of the labor movement 
in opposition in one form or another to the easing of tensions 
and opposition to disarmament, etc; There are positions of 
various unions that differ from this-r-the Amalgamated;... and 
others; Then there is REUTHER'S statement in Brussels (?);,;;; 
and a number of expressions that have been made in union 
papers, but they are not organized and they do not find - 
expression when it comes to a meeting like the 19th (AFL- 
CIO conference, April 19) or the convention of the AFL-CIO.... 
Then there is Governor MEYNER'S speech ;;; ;but it doesn't 
get enough publicity and very few pe°P le know about these 
things ;.;; ;But- for the moment let's speak about the trade 
unions;.

EXTREME. CAUTION MUST BE UTILIZED IN HANDLING 
AND REPORTING THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION SINCE ITS VERY 
NATURE TENDS TO IDENTIFY A SENSITIVE AND. HIGHLY PLACED 
INFORMANT. 

On 3/3/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on above 
date a meeting was held in the -.third floor board room 
at CP Headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, NYC. Among 
those in attendance were BEN DAVIS, JR., IRVING POTASH, J<£PflCHEL 
JOHN ABT, WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, HY LUMER, BETTY GANNETT, p, BART > 
and ARNOLD JOHNSON. According to the informant, the 
discussion at the meeting pertained exclusively to the 
status of HENRY WINSTON. 
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IRVING POTASH opened the meeting and commented 
that JOHN (ABT?) had received a letter from the (US) 
Parole Board which had denied their application to review 
the decision in the WINSTON case. He stated that the 
surgeon is threatening to discharge him (WINSTON) at' 
any time which would allow the authorities to pick him 
up and return him to prison, POTASH asked what action 
could be taken to prevent this. He noted that WINSTON 
was still running a temperature and although the surgeon 
takes note of it, he apparently does not consider it too 
important, whereas another specialist is of a different 
opinion. 

Continuing, POTASH remarked that if they take 
WINSTON out (of the hospital), the character of the fight 
would he different. He said that the suggestion is to work 
out steps in order to prevent WINSTON 1 s return (to prison). 

JOHN ABT commented that Dr. LOWENTHAL (ph) 
had examined WINSTON and was in conflict with Dr. 
EEIRING (ph)..*. ABT indicated that he (LOWENTHAL? ) had 
sent a letter to the Parole Board which indicated that 
WINSTON- 1 s walking is -unsteady and that there would be a 
prolonged period before he would be able to walk again, 
and, further, the loss of his vision also hinders him. 
He (LOWENTHAL) recommended that WINSTON be transferred 
to a rehabilitation hospital where he is a member of the 
staff. 

Continuing, ABT stated that he has been trying 
to contact BENNETT (JAMES BENNETT, , Director, Bureau 
of Prisons) in ordep to get WINSTON transferred to this 
hospital, ABT noting that if they were successful in doing 
this, it would give them more time in which to do things. 

Informant advised that the rehabilitation center 
referred to, is located on Welfare Island, and PATTERSON 
asked ABT if WINSTON would be better off if he were 
transferred to that hospital. ABT replied, "yes*" 
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PATTERSON then asked ABT if his association 
with BENNETT was such that these letters from other 
people are of any help. 

ABT, in reply, stated that he had talked 
to ROLAND WATTS (ACLTJ) , who is working on some letters* 
POTASH added that he too had seen ROLAND WATTS the other 
day and WATT had agreed to take further action and 
expressed the thought that public action was necessary. 
POTASH indicated that ROLAND WATTSwants no publicity now, 
and, further, that he was not clear on what type of 
action they would institute. POTASH said that "I" think 
that- action should be toward the Department of Justice 
and said that "we" need to accomplish the setting up 
of a citizens committee. He indicated that contact 
was going to be made with NORMAN THOMAS through SI (GERSON?) 
in order to get him to work on this. 

Continuing, POTASH remarked that they should 
also consider having EDNA (WINSTON) send a wire to ROGERS 
(Attorney General) .. .that they be held responsible for 
his life and finally "we" should proceed to prepare 
legal action. He indicated that this legal action may 
be in the form of "habeas corpus or discrimination." 
POTASH stated further that they should take advantage 
in order to strike out for his release saying that 
perhaps court action will not accomplish his release, but 
it would be more dramatic. 

Continuing, POTASH said what to do first, is 
not have him discharged from the hospital and at the 
same time JOHN (ABT) can fight for his release. LUMER 
commented that they could not do both at the same time. 
POTASH disagreed with LUMER, saying that they should carry the 
fight for his release. 

PHIL BART apparently directing his comment to 
ABT, asked if they were to start legal proceedings now that 
this could possibly affect WINSTON^ transfer to a 
rehabilitation center. ABT replied saying that if they 
turn it down, then you could get no benefit. ABT said 
his first interest is WINSTON'S health and that one 
solution would be to get him transferred to the rehabilitation 
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center. In this way it would give them time to act 
and that they should get influential people to show 
that WINSTON cannot be denied the right to rehabilitate 
himself. 

Continuing, ABT stated that "they" may say 
"okay, let's wait until we see what the judge will 
say..." He added that he was sure that Dr. BEIRING 
would not give them an affidavit although Dr. LOWENTHAL 
may. ABT, noting that if he was unable to get an 
affidavit, he could not even go into court. He said 
that he was unable to get a doctor to say that the 
Bureau of Prisons did not give him medical attention. 

JACK STACKED then commented that they have 
three propositions before thegi: 

1. Medical parole 

2. Removal to a hospital 

3. A legal fight 

STACHEL said that they should take advantage 
of the medical recommendations and also get individuals 
to support public action and fight for a medical parole. 

BEN DAVIS, JR. commented, the main issue 
is a political one and has to be fought politically. 
He said that he was in favor of legal action to stimulate 
campaign which would result in having: 

1. A citizens committee 

2, To do something to bring this out to the 
public , 

DAVIS said that he would propose that EDNA 
(WINSTON) not send a telegram saying "will you please", 
but rather she should send a cablegram to IKE (President 
EISENHOWER) and make it public. She should askvfor % 
personal intervention like the people did to (Premier) 
KHRUSHCHEV in Chicago. 
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Continuing, DAVIS stated that in his opinion, 
the legal action is decisive in all respects adding 
that you could not take the word of the federal prisons 
because they could take him (WINSTON) out of the hospital 
in the dead of night. He said they cannot ignore 
papers (legal papers) even if there is not a leg to 
stand on. . . 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON stated that the government 
is acting with an attitude of vengeance. He said that 
the LOWENTHAL letter should go to all the papers and 
perhaps they could get an important person to write to 
the "New York Times" quoting from the LOWENTHAL letter. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON stated that perhaps they could 
force the Parole Board to review their action or 
make - charges of discrimination against the Parole 
Board. 

BEN DAVIS spoke again and stated that "we" 
decided a week ago that we should file a legal action 
and Sndo not know what the objections are. HY LUMER, 
apparently in answer to DAVIS, said that he did not say 
that he was against any legal action, but there is a 
complicated problem and procedure that has to be ironed 
out. WINSTON, at any time, can be spirited away, and 
whether or not he goes to Welfare Island ,&*:& a prisoner, 
is not the point. ' 

The discussion closed with BEN DAVIS remarking 
that it is completely wrong to rely strictly on the 
medical angle. WINSTON can claim that he is a victim 
of discrimination and he can file an affidavit. Our 
fundamental thesis should be that the most damaging 
thing to WINSTON T s health is that he must go back 
to jail.

During a discussion with PHIL. BART at the 
National Office ©n Thursday, 2/11/60, BART mentioned the 
HENRY WINSTON problem and urged that everything be done 
as quickly as possible in a campaign to get WINSTON a 
Medical Parole. The idea was to arrange an emergency meet- 
ing of 25 to 30 New Jersey COMMUNIST PARTY (CP) members and 
maybe 20 or 25 ex-Communists and other sympathetic people 
like ministers and union people, on this nonpartisan 
question. 

On returning to Newark around 6:00 P.M., attempts 
were made to locate LOTTIE GORDON , LEW MOROZE, and DAVE 
VINES, however, they could not be located.

PAT TOOHEY had left a note on LEW MOROZE * s door and 
kept calling his home until after midnight without success. 
He also left a note at LOTTIE GORDON'S residence. 

BRANDT and TOOHEY began a series of phone calls 
after first calling the Continental Ballroom and engaging 
Room 6 in the name of the Committee for HENRY WINSTON. In two 
hours thev_ called approximately 25 people. They called l I 
| ~H but only his wife was home. They called JOHN 

NORMAN and attempted to reach MARTHA STONE, however, she wast 
out, but was contacted the next day. LOU MALIN0W and

I I were called. Also a man named FIELD, a carpenter^ They 

tried to reach EDDIE TAYLOR but only his wife, MARY, was home. 
BRANDT tried to call DAVE VINES, however, eventually he was 
able to contact IDA VINES. IDA VINES became very angry and 
claimed that this type of public meeting was very foolish and 
a breach of security. JOE BRANDT became very angry also 
and said non-Party people raise no objection and that they 
were only trying to save WINSTON ' s life. GERT MANN was called

and she equivocated. She was not as bad as IDA VINES but 
still was opposed to the idea. JOE BRANDT was wild and said 
that the real Communists were the real negative ones and the 
other people were at least pleasant. MANNY CANTOR was 
sympathetic, however, he said he was moving as the house he 
was living in was being sold so he could not attend. 

The next evening BRANDT called 10 or 15 more people. 
Neither LEW M0R0ZE or LOTTIE GORDON called back despite the 
notes that had been left at their home. On Friday, 2/12/60, 
T00HEY called LOTTIE GORDON but could only get her daughter, 
who said LOTTIE was working. He left a message that GORDON 
was to call back as soon as possible, 

T00HEY called M0R0ZE on Friday evening and M0R0ZE 
stated that he had just found TOOHEY's note, inasmuch as he 
used the rear entrance and the note was missed for twenty- 
four hours. MOROZE advised he had talked to JOE BRANDT and 
had some questions concerning the way BRANDT was going about 
things and that BRANDT was antagonizing people, scaring them, 
etc., and th* these people then called MOROZE. 

MOROZE and LOTTIE GORDON were antagonistic because 
BRANDT was handling things and when MOROZE went to see BRANDT 
he accused MOROZE of using the old security angle to escape 
doing work which was to help save a man's life. 

On Saturday, 2/13/60, LOTTIE GORDON contacted 
PAT T00HEY and T00HEY asked her if she had seen LEW MOROZE. 
She said she had and took the same line that M OR0ZE took, 
namely, the security question. T00HEY asked GORDON if BRANDT 
had not used the same approach with, ministers and other non- 
party people, etc., without any problem. GORDON was evasive 
and claimed she could not call anyone and that she could not 
attend on Sunday due to other plans.. T00HEY impressed on 
/ GORDON that a man's life was at stake in this matter. GORDON 

said she did not believe it was handled right and T00HEY stated 
it was the only way it could be done and that they would go 
through with it as best they could and that he would be at 
GORDON'S home in an hour. GORDON was not at home when T00HEY 
arrived, having gone to see . LEW MOROZE and the two of themUjen^ent 
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to see | 1 however , he was in 

Florida^ They also went to see another unknown person wh@ 
again was away . They wer© Just pretending to help and wanted 
to be able to say they had tried to 'contact people s however, 
they did not make a single phone call. 

When LOTTIE GORDON returned around 3; 00 P.M. TGOKEY 
asked what was going on and said they were just to try and 
get 20 to 25 Party people, plus ten or 15 others, together 
for the meeting. GORDON claimed no one was at home. TOOHEY 
told her that there was an emergency and that they had no 
time so they should just try and phone people and do the best 
they could. GORDON again claimed that BRANDT did not handle 
the matter in the right way and TOOHEY again explained that 
they had phoned others, ministers, union people, etc., and 
had no problem. It was apparent, however, that GORDON and 
LEW MOROZE had just decided to repress things. When people 
were called by JOE BRANDT they would then call LOTTIE GORDON 
and LEW MOROZE, who would play the whole thing down. In the 
interim WALTER BARRY was contacted, however, nothing else 
could be done but wait until Sunday. 

Sunday, 2/14/60, was very cold and icy. The meeting 
was scheduled for 2j00 P .M. . but only JO E BRANDT and PAT TOOHEY 
were there on time. The I I f rom the HARRIET TUBMAN 

rgroup arrived at 2s 30 P. it Then LEW MOROZE and JACK OSTERTOL, , 

arrived, followed by PHIL KOHLBACKER and ELSIE JOHNSON. 

| jjQHN NORMAN, SYLVIA BRANDT, WALTER BARRY and PHIL" 

BART arrived at 3; 00 P.M. 

BARRY, on arriving late, took off his coat and 
interrupted whoever was talking and in a loud voice demanded 
to know who was so reckless to call a meeting at this place. 
BARRY said there was a UE union meeting downstairs and weddings 
upstairs. He was asked so what, and was he a HE member and 
who was being compromised. He was asked since when is it 
subversive to have a meeting in an attempt to obtain parole 
for HENRY WINSTON and that if they could ask non-Party people 
to help, why couldn't they also ask Party people. 

Only ELSIE JOHNSON, PHIL KOHLBACKER , LEW MOROZE 
and JACK 0STERWEIL could be considered representatives of the 
Essex County CP, the heart of the Party. Only four of this

this committee. Some material from the National Officejas 
distributed, such as a copy of a letter from Mrs. WINSTON to 
prison officials, and one from the Amerxcan Cxvil Liberties 
Committee also to prison officials. 

The meeting left a bad taste and demonstrated that 
LEW M0R0ZE and LOTTIE GORDON can put the brakes on any time 
they desire.

On 3/10/60, NY 2359-S* advised that a meeting of the 
Secretariat and invited guests was held in CP Headquarters, 
hat dater>*£ 

Among those in attendance were: EUGENE DENNIS, GUS 
LL, BEN DAVIS, HY LUMER, JOHN ABT, PHIL BART, JAMES JACKSQN 
JACK STACKED and IRVING POTASH. DENNIS was Chairman of the 
meeting 

GUS HALL reported re his recent trip to the West Coast. 
He felt his trip was worthwhile and that generally the San 
Francisco Party was a very healthy working class Party, with a 
tremendous well -placed cadre of approximately 50 comrades. 
HALL said it was a tribute to the San Francisco Party, that with 
all its problems it was able to function so admirablyvx^ 

According to HALL, at a meeting in San Francisco the 
following was projected: 1) To fully accept the 17th Conven- 
tion; 2) To accept the interpretation of that policy by the 
national leadership; 3) To end all factionalism; 4) To work with 
the district leadership; 5) That the two comrades that were, 
expelled be allowed to make application for readmission. jg£ 
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HALL felt the question of leadership and centralism 
in the Party has suffered very seriously, that this question of 
leadership and centralism is confused with bureaucracy, and 
that there is real lack of understanding in the Party as to 
what leadersift) means. There is a real deep seated petty 
bourgeois, non-Communist understanding of this question. He 
said steps must be taken to correct this, 

DAVIS agreed with HALL pointing out that there exists a 
serious problem in Southern California especially around the 
question of leadership. He recommended further discussion after 
a hearing of CLARENCE HATHAWAY 1 s report re California 

HY LUMER then gave a report on publications stating 
that the report could be divided into two parts: 1) What is 
and what should be published; and 2) The publication set-up 
itself. LUMER stated the decline in publication over the years 
was due in part to the general breakdown of literature distribution 
and apparatus in most districts so that the literature does not 
reach the members and friends of the Party. LUMER noted that 
aside from small sales within the Party, there has been a growing 
demand for Marxist literature from colleges pointing out that 
the 'Communist Manifesto" is useoVas text material for a lot 
of courses and discussion groups. J£Zi 

LUMER pointed out that (ALEXANDER) TRACHTENBERG 
currently speaks of the possibility of publishing, for American 
circulation, some of the Soviet books that have recently come 
out. LUMER remarked that New Century (Publishers) is at a low 
level. iSS 

LUMER noted that, because of the increased interest in 
Marxist literature, publishers are beginning to react to the 
demand for this type of literature. As an example, LUMER stated 
that Doubleday is publishing a paperback on Marxism. He said 
that the increased cost of publication has resulted in the growth 
of paperback editions and has greatly affected the publication of 
pamphlets. LUMER stated the Party has to discuss the change in 
the publishing field in terms of the current thinking of the 
American people regarding Marxism and Social ism^j^ 
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According to LUMER, the Party must make an effort to 
restore the prestige of theory within its own ranks and reach out 
to the masses of working people with a suitable type of literature, 
and provide material for study and education within the Party. 
He stated further the Party needs to develop material, including 
basic theoretical material, in a form related to the American 
scene. This material should be geared to a wider circle ^of y 
readers and should be distributed through wider channels •jS^ 

He continued that there is a need for a program to 
provide text material for study; the elements of Marxism cannot 
be taught from basic pamphlets, but American material is needed; 
pamphlets rather than weighty treatises must be published so 
they can be read by students; Party must stimulate and organize 
writers on the American scene of both books and pamphlets 

LUMER proposed that a paperback series be launched with 
its own format, imprint, promotion, and production, in order to 
bring Party books and materials into the wider channels of 
paperbacks. Among the books mentioned by LUMER in this connection 
were the works of MARX, ENGELS, and LENIN, as well as a series 
of textbook pamphlets on, "l/tfhat is Marxism?", "The Trade Union 
Question", and "The Negro Question", of a theoretical character, 
which could be used as, text material for study. LUMER noted 
that the Party has begun to develop another form of mass material, 
a four-page folder. He stated this folder has taken hold and 
the desire has been expressed for more of them. These folders 
fall between an agitational leaflet and a pamphlet. LUMER 
remarked that the folders have made a place for themselves and 
should become a regular form of literature. He stated that 
whatever is decided at this meeting should be turned over to 
the Educational commission with instructions to work out a program 
on literature X^<^ 

According to LUMER, there is a serious dearth of writers, 
and the Par by must organise and develop a core of writers. He 
said the Party must give consideration to the establishment of > 
a Marxist Study Center; the publication set-up in the Party is 
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antiquated and consists of individual enterprises which are 
headed by individuals who move in fixed groups , and who are 
governed in their approach by the question of solvency; the 
publication set-up is top-heavy and has an excessive overhead. 
He then recommended a smaller and more compact set-up. V/ 

LUMER pointed out that TRACHTENBERG insists on 
maintaining the relationship between New Century and the 
International Publishing Company on a cash and carry basis , 
and that this has resulted in great delays in filling orders. 
He observed that seventy per cent of the entire business of 
New Century is of a commercial nature, and this unduly restricts 
the amount of time that can be spent on Party business. He 
remarked that the fact that these publishing houses are privately 
operated has made it difficult to operate with collective 
control. 

According to LUMER, TRACHTENBERG T s method of work has 
been to agree to decisions of the committee, but then to proceed 
in one way or another to prevent them from being carried out. 
He felt there is need for a complete overhaul of the situation, 
and that perhaps New Century and International could be combined 
to cut down on overhead with International remaining as the 
publishing house. In this connection he noted that International 
has a long background and standing, and its importance to the 
Party should not be minimized. He felt the Party must give 
concrete attention to the role of TRACHTENBERG, and he should, 
in one way or another., be retired, because he constitutes 
the chief obstacle to carrying out the program ^fif 

LUMER suggested that a subcommittee be set-up and 
entrusted with the Job of going into the general publishing 
situation. It should include PHIL (BART), himself (LUMER), 
GUS (HALL) , and JIM (JACKSON) . LUMER also suggested that 
another committee be set-up to meet with TRACHTENBERG "and go 
into matters ne spoke about here." He suggested for this 
committee GTJS (HALL), and (GEORGE ) MORRIS I LUMER stated that 
on the distribution of literature, a study has to be made 
district by district. He suggested that he and PHIL (BART) 
handle this.^j^^ 
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BART commented that a complete review and reorgan- 
ization of the Party's publishing set-up was necessary v*v£ 

HALL agreed that the Party has to re-establish a 
publishing house which is a Party controlled institution all the 
way through, j*/ 

HALL said the Party should put out pamphlets on a 
variety of subjects and establish responsibility for who is 
going to get them out.^^/ 

JACKSON agreed with HALL's remarks. He referred 
to "the situation in Canada" as being very efficient though 
smaller than we are; that DICEY" COLLIER (PH) and his wife and 
their operation sell more literature in the U.S. than both of 
our publications put together>g£ 

STACHEL drew a comparison of Party publications for 
1955 and 1959 noting that in 1955 we published 9,000 books; 
in 1959, 4,000 books; in 1955, we published 75,000 pamphlets; 
in 1959, 39,000 pamphlets. STACHEL felt that "at that time 
the Convention made up the bulk of the items." STACHEL stated 
that in all ranks of the Party, from leadership down, there must 
be an ideological struggle to sell literature at all mass 
meetings and Party as well as non-Party gatherings; 

DAVIS stated he was for setting up at once a concrete 
basis by which the Party control will be exercised. He said 
he was of the opinion that "we should have discussion with all 
the organizations in which the Party has control and leadership- 
LRA (Labor Research Associates), 'Masses and Mainstream 1 , 
'Political Affairs', New Century, and International Publishers, 
along the lines of the 2nd point, that is, the political needs 
of the Party, 

On the question of committees to look into the 
publications problem, LUMER said he would not object to a 
committee of himself, PHIL (BART) and JACK (STACHEL) provided \/ 
that: 1) The committee can have certain authority which will beiv 
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backed by the Secretariat; and 2) The committee will be able to 
operate on the basis of certain knowledge about International 
(Publishers) which is not now available. As an example of how 
TRACHTENBERG had been a hindrance in previous discussions, LUMER 
said that TRACHTENBERG would discuss certain questions with 
only one or two people. jo/ 

BEN DAVIS remarked that TRACHTENBERG cannot pick and 
choose who he wants to talk to but the Secretariat should make 
that decision. 




GENE DENNIS proposed that a committee be set-up and 
submit a progress report right after the N.C. meeting. £^ 

In an effort to clarify the discussion, HY LUMER 
restated his proposals as follows: 1) A subcommittee be set- 
up to deal with the question of reorganization of the publishers; 
2) A second subcommittee of one or two people be set up to go 
Into the international (Publishers) situation; 3) Educationa 
commission take up now the question of a publication program 
re pamphlets ■ 

BEN DAVIS felt that DENNIS should reveal to the 
Secretariat all the information in his possession relative to 
TRACHTENBERG and the publishing situation instead of keeping 
it to himself. X/ 

In order to bring the discussion on this matter to a 
conclusion, it appeared that the security of the blackboard was 
utilized by an individual believed to te GENE DENNIS. Therefore, 
informant was unable, at this time, to furnish ' additional 
information re this matter. 

The next point on the agenda was a talk by JOHN ABT 
relative to (HENRY) WINSTON. ABT said he saw WINSTON yesterday 
and WINSTON is up and around in his room and will be taught 
exercises. ABT said that for the first time WINSTON raised 
three political questions; i) The importance of making contact 
with the movement in the South and giving it direction; 2) Regar 
ing the peace question, WINSTON thinks that the time has come to 
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inaugurate something paralleling the Stockholm appeal and to get 
some kind of instalment to get Party people into contact with 
the masses on the pe?.ce question; and 3) WINSTON felt a law- 
suit to free him should not he instituted immediately should he 
be returned to prison, but rather that the lawsuit should come v 
later as a result of a mass campaign with its attendant publicity .V/ 

BEN DAVIS and IRVING POTASH were opposed to WINSTON 1 s ' 
final proposal. They favored some immediate appeal for WINSTON 1 s 
release should he be returned to prison. DAVIS argued such an 
appeal should be based on three issues: 1) WINSTON being dis- 
criminated against under the 14th Amendment; 2) WINSTON is being 
denied the same parole privileges granted other prisoners; and 
3) WINSTON subjected to Jim Crow segregation and discrimination 
in federal prison .J^ 

JOHN ABT questioned whether such discrimination 
actually exists in the federal prison in Springfield, Mo., 
and whether the Supreme Court would be interested in any Smith 
Act discrimination angle .N£ 

BEN DAVIS charged that the U.S. Government has waged a 
systematic pattern of discrimination against Smith Act defendants 
ever since 1951" and that the Supreme Court definitely would be 
interested in such a systematic pattern of discrimination.^' 

JOHN ABT suggested if WINSTON were returned to federal 
prison that he (ABT) contact Dr. MOORE (PH), Director of the 
prison hospital, in an effort to induce MOORE to recommend the 
transfer qf WINSTON elsewhere for further specialized medical 
treatment . £>£^ 

IRVING POTASH attributed- WINSTON 1 s position to the 
fact he has not heard the Party's position and that EDNA WINSTON 
would not give her husband "a rounded out position on this 
question." POTASH favored using any action even "one chance in a 
million of winning" to prevent WINSTON'S return to prison 
because the Party hasn't a "damn thing to lose" thereby. POTASH 
felt if WINSTON actually heard the Party's points he would not 
persist in his "wrong position."]^ 
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BEN DAVIS said "we should challenge their right to 
hold him altogether because of discrimination against Smith 
Act prisoners and also on the basis of the Negro Question." 
DAVIS favored obtaining a "habeas corpus" to effect such a 
challenge "to raise the question in court" because "we'll 
never get another case, another chance like this." DAVIS 
.added: 'I don't think WINNIE should make a decision in a matter 
like this; 11 

•JOHN ABT reminded them that technically the Parole 
Board would have to be sued on the grounds that it was discrimin- 
ating against WINSTON as a Smith Act defendant. ABT added that 
the courts have held that the Parole Board enjoys the same status 
relative to granting parole as the President relative to granting 
executive clemency and that therefore a Parole Board is exempt 
from suit Just as is the President;^/ 

IRVING POTASH accused the government prison of 
having "crippled" and "blinded" WINSTON 

JOHN ABT challenged anyone to locate a physician willing 
to issue an affidavit to support that allegation 

GUS HALL discussed a letter he had from DOROTHY 
HEALEY who mentioned having received a letter from SOLLY 
WELLMAN informing them that GEORGE WATT had been issuing wide- 
spread appeals for funds to help pay WINSTON'S hospital expenses 
in violation of the prior agreement that EDNA WINSTON. only was to 
accept all contributions in the WINSTON fund campaign/*^ 

u 1* -U Al1 P res . ent agreed that EDNA WINSTON and GEORGE WATT 
should be called in and reprimanded. GUS HALL cautioned that it 
was a delicate situation" which must be handled carefully lest 
adverse publicity about funds harm the campaign itself?*?' 

HALL reported that in San Francisco his approach to 
the elections had a very electrifying effect and he thought the 
elections should be the main theme at the N.C. meeting 
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BEN DAVIS felt the Negro Question could not be 
properly presented in an election report as it was a bigger 
issue in this country .\>^ 

JIM JACKSON felt the Negro Question was the "biggest 
mass struggle seen in this country in a long time" and suggested y 
that possibly some sort of resolution could be prepared on it. jg£ 

JACK STACHEL felt the Negro Question was so important 
that it should be the 1st point on the N.C. agenda and 
that following a four hour time period for discussion, they 
adopt a statement pointing out the ^mphasis needed on this 
question in the i960 election issue^g^ 

There followed discussion on which should be given 
preference at the N.C. and it was agreed they should think about 
it forva, couple of days and resume discussion on Monday, March 

14th.

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JACK STACHEL opened the discussion by commenting; , 
that "we" want a political body here (New York) that 
will actually discuss this whole question..... Also, 
we have to show how to connect the work £0 the rest 
of the country. Certain national groups have their 
centers in Chicago, Detroit,, and Cleveland.. The 
first thing to decide is whether or not "we" 
should meet every two weeks or once each month. I 
recommend that we meet once a month and that would'obe 
the first Thursday of each month. We should also decide 
to elect a chairman for each meeting and I would like 
to say first of all that this is a field that has been 
neglected too long.... . - 

Continuing, STACHEL remarked that the first 
problem is to set up Party machinery. There is no 
Party organized commissions.... This commission. ..its 
work, you-might say, is limited. . -We have to discuss 
what kind of Party committees can be set up. 

According to the informant, STACHEIi next 
referred to the (Armenian? ) progressive League (possibly 
STACHEL is •referring to the Armenian Progressive League 
of America) saying that they have gravitated around the 
church, not directly in the sense of being religious.... 
They are very well organized. '.'He" invited me to come 
and speak to this group of 40 which I will do,... 

In Detroit, "they "have after a long time, a 
Party section.... They have 75 people in the section. 
I think itfs'six clubs.... in Detroit, .yovrdid not 
have this kind of population the majority would not be 
in the Party. They take the biggest bundle of "The 
Worker" every week. These people can still play a role 
in supporting the paper.... This will Involve the 
question of setting up Party commissions in each nationality 
group and under certain conditions, to set up language 
clubs.,.. These are special forms.,,. The masses are 
interested in culture and if they do not take our 
culture, they will take it from the enemy. 
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Continuing , STACHEL remarked that both the 
Hungarians and the Ukrainians have a weekly^, .(apparently 
referring to a weekly newspaper) and all of them manage 
to maintain,more or less, some sort of left organization* . 
This is the type of problem we have to get into..., how 
to build .a united front. Then too, you have the whole 
question of the Mexican-American, Latin-American, and 
Indian..., The comrades should know that we H are 
aware of this. In general, there are one of three 
categories : , 

1. Situation among the masses and mass 
. organizations. 

2. Situation among the left and the problem 
, of left press. 

3. The Party and what force we have and how 
we can strengthen them,' '.how we can organize 
it to give leadership to the Party, 

The individual believed to- be LOUIS WEINSTOCK, 
commented that there is one problem that bothers him. 
"We" have neglected this work for a long time. We 
have to know what the Fascist groups are doings what the 
middle groups are doing,,, and how we can extend our 
influence,... It would be advisable if at each meeting 
we have a discussion of at least two national groups 
specifically. We also know that in some cities, we 
are strong, while in others we are weak. We also have 
the problem with the church," ' With some churches we 
have a very good relationship..,. 

An individual, whose identity was unknown to 
the informant, commented to the effect that perhaps 
it might be wise to pick out one or two groups and to 
see what could be done. He stated that with regard to the 
language groups, we should see that these people do not 
get. lost to the Party and give them an opportunity to 
belong to the Party and function in a Party club. 
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The Individual believed to be WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE, said that he was in favor of the national 
group .commission as a clearing house for the problems 
and was also in favor of the establishment, of 
small commissions,. He said that the paper would be 
the instrument in which we would go out into the (neighborhood 

WEINSTONE further remarked that he was sure that 
they could begin to build here in the East and then ■ 
spread out. He recommended that, .at their next meeting 
they should discuss the most important language- groups, 
such as Hungarians and Russians* 

The, individual believed to be LOUIS WEINSTOCK, 
also stated that he would like to re-establish a national 
commission and to bring closer the commission members 
to the respective Party organization. 

JACK. STACHEL expressed the opinion that 
outside of the- Socialist countries, the Italians are 
the most important,.* He stated, that the first thing 
is to organize three or five people to be a national 
commislon,... He stated that a lot of people today, 
even within the Party, are not functioning as a Party. 

Meeting closed with STACHEL commenting -that 
at the meeting in Chicago, they will give a picture 
of what is going on. (Apparently STACHEL is referring 
to the National Committee meeting scheduled the latter 
part of March in Chicago.)

COMMENTS OF ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG ON 

(1) MEETING OF THE SECRETARIAT OF THE 
COMMUNIST PARTY - USA TO DISCUSS PARTY 
PUBLICATIONS AND PUBLISHING BOUSES, AND 

(2) SITUATION IN THE LEADERSHIP OF THE 
COMMUNIST PARTY - USA _____ 



On Saturday, March 12, 1960, ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG 
stated that on Thursday, March 10, 1960, there was an enlarged 
meeting of the Secretariat of the Communist Party - USA in the 
National Office of the Communist Party - USA. In addition to 
members of the Secretariat, such as GUS HALL, EIGENE DENNIS, BEN 
DAVIS and HY LUMER, individuals such as JIM ALLEN, PHIL BART and 
BETTY GANNETT were in attendance, along with TRACHTENBERG. 

TRACHTENBERG stated that one item on the agenda for this 
meeting was a publications program for the Communist Party - USA, • 
as well as proposals to re-organize publishing houses, such as 
International Publishers and New Century Publishers. He stated 
that a big fight developed at this meeting. He said that he 
argued, with the support of EUGENE DENNIS, that the matters 
which were being discussed should not be discussed either at 
the National Office or in the presence of such a large group. 
Specifically, TRACHTENBERG felt that intimate details concerning 
the operation of International Publishers should not be dis- 
cussed at a meeting of this type. He said that he flatly refused 
to discuss some matters pertaining to the operation of Inter- 
national Publishers. He said that as a result of this, he has 
an appointment to discuss International Publishers with GUS HALL 
during the week of March 13, 1969, and no other person will be 
present for this discussion. 

TRACHTENBERG said that one thing he wanted to discuss 
privately was a system for the purpose of slowly funneling into 
International Publishers money received from the Soviet Union 
for royalties, etc. He said he plans to prepare a list of 
authors. -These authors would ostensibly pay him fees for pub- 
lishing their works. This would be one way of funneling Soviet 
funds into International Publishers* Another plan he is con- 
sidering is to ostensibly sell "non-voting shares" in Inter- 
national Publishers. The "sale" of these shares would also per- 
mit the funneling of funds from the Soviet Union into Inter- 
national Publishers. He stated that this would not be a big 
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program* and that he is in no tarry to put it into effect, 

TRACHTENBERG was very much disturbed by the develop- 
ments at the enlarged meeting of the Secretariat* He complained 
that he is being ignored , mistreated* and that no one has any 
regard for his many years of loyal service to the Communist Party, 
.He said that he is also in charge of funds realized from the 
sale of the Jefferson School of Social Science* He stated that 
this money is tax exempt in New York State because it is to be 
used for educational purposes. Yet, some Party members want to 
use this money without regard for the tax laws of New York State 0 

In general, TRACHTENBERG was looking for sympathy and 

respect. 

In regard to the situation in the leadership of the 
Communist Party - USA , TRACHTENBERG said that he had visited 
WILLIAM Z; FOSTER on Friday, March 11, I960, He said that FOSTER 
told him that EUGENE DENNIS is still the main enemy and the chief 
culprit, FOSTER also stated that he tells this to GUS HALL every 
time he sees him. 



COMMENTS OF PHIL BART ON (1) MEETING OF 
THE SECRETARIAT OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY - 
USA TO DISCUSS PUBLICATIONS AND PUBLISH- 
ING HOUSES, AND (2) THE SITUATION IN THE 
LEADERSHIP OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY - USA 

PHIL BARTp . National Organization Secretary of the Com- 
munist Party - USA* stated on Saturday evening., March 12 , .I960, 
that at an enlarged meeting of the Secretariat on March 10, ,1960, 
there were several items on the agenda, but the entire day was 
spent on the publications program* BART said that the discussion 
resulted in a big factional fight when the time came to select 
a sub-committee to meet with ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG to discuss 
the affairs of International Publishers* EUGENE DENNIS proposed 
that he and GUS HALL be selected as a sub-committee of two for 
this purpose o At this point, BEN DAVIS nominated himself for 
the sub-committee ♦ No one present -at the meeting voted for BEN 
DAVIS for this subcommittee* BART said that as. a result of this, 
all of the bitterness DAVIS, DENNIS, and HALL have for each other 
came out in the discussion and ensuing f ight* 

-Concerning the national leadership, BART said that GUS 
HALL is saying now that he believes that there are centers, of 
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leadership and that he, HALL, is being challenged* HALL states 
that besides himself, there are two centers of leadership. One 
center gravitates around WILLIAM Z, FOSTER. BEN DAVIS and others 
are in this center, .The other ©enter gravitates around EUGENE 
DENNIS, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, CARL WINTER, and others are in this 
center, .BALL has said that as long as there are separate centers 
of leadership, the Party will never be organized > there will be 
no unity, and he, BALL, will not have real leadership over the 
Party. 

BART said that BALL blames EUGENE DENNIS for the fight 
which developed in the Secretariat on the discussion of publica- 
tions and publishing houses, BALL stated that DENNIS did not 
discuss his proposal for a ©©samitte® of two with anyone prior to 
the time he made it, . Secondly* vben DENNIS made this proposal, 
he did not explain that the operation of International Publishers 
involves confidential matters, that he has some knowledge of 
these matters, and that it would not be advisable . for others to 
know about them* The failure of DENNIS to explain the necessity 
for a committee limited to two persons drew everyone into a 
struggle of suspicion until the point was reached where BEN DAVIS 
nominated himself to the committee. HALL complained that this 
was very embarrassing because a Negro comrade cannot be left in 
the position where he not only has to nominate himself t but 
then cannot get a single vote to support the nomination. 

BART stated he believes that EUGENE DENNIS is not 
giving co-operation to GUS HALL. By my of explanation, BART 
said that DENNIS shows up at the National Office at most a 
couple of times a week and usually appears only when a meeting 
of the Secretariat has been scheduled. Thus, everyone in the 
National Office is carrying a big assignment except DENNIS. 
Thus, while HALL is not always right in everything he does., if 
DENNIS would participate and do more work, then it might be pos- 
sible to have a collective leadership. 



COMMENTS OF GUS HALL ON THE LEADERSHIP 
AND THE COMMUNIST PARTY - USA IN GENERAL 

GUS HALL, General Secretary of the Communist Party - USA, 
stated on March 11, 1960, that he is not getting co-operation 
from EUGENE DENNIS. He also stated that BEN DAVIS walked into 
the National Office the other day and said that he had been 
elected as Chairman of the Harlem Section of the New York District 
of the Communist Party - USA. Since DAVIS was persuaded not to 
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run for re-election as Chairman of the New York District $ this 
indicates that the Left has mot gi^en up the fight in the New 
York District* 

HALL also stated that WILLIAM Z fi FOSTER is now writing 
another article* This article will he an answer to the article 
by EARL BRGWDKR which appeared in the March issue of "Harper's** 
magazine*

On 3/1^/60, NY 2359-S* advised that a meeting 
of the CP, USA - Secretariat was held in CP Headquarters, 
NYC, on above date. 

y Among those in attendance were: EUGENE DENNIS, 

./who acted as Chairman, PHIL BART, GUS HALL, BEN DAVIS, JR., 
^ HY LUMER and JAMES JACKSON. 

According to the informant, the first item of 
discussion was the agenda for the forthcoming National 
Committee (NC) meeting scheduled for Chicago. GUS HALL 
.suggested that EUGENE DENNIS should give a report on the 
i960 elections at the NC meeting. DENNIS declined, 
saying that it would be too much of a physical strain on 
him and that perhaps even the trip to Chicago itself would 
be a strain. Informant was not able to determine whether 
DENNIS would attend the scheduled NC meeting. 

Discussion continued concerning the agenda, 
which *is to include such items as civil rights, BEN 
DAVIS' report on the Negro situation, and the Party 
Constitution. HY LUMER and BEN DAVIS were both of the 
opinion that the question of civil rights should be dis- 
cussed thoroughly in the NC meeting. GUS HALL, in 
referring to the agenda, thought that perhaps some of the 
questions might be summarized, but HY LUMER objected, 
commenting that he had already sent a letter to the 
members of the NC, advising them of the items to be 
discussed at the meeting.. 

BEN DAVIS, JR. thought that the Negro question 
and the i960 elections should be presented and discussed 
on the same day of the NC meeting. DAVIS stated that the 
Negro question is in an independent status and in a new 
stage in the national movement. Discussion closed with 
HY LUMER remarking that perhaps on Wednesday (March l6th) 
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NY 100-80641 



further discussion should be held regarding the 
preliminary outlines of the reports to be presented at 
the NC meeting. 

GUS HALL next, in di fussing the Party 
Constitution, said that there Is a need to clear" up 
the question of "democratic centralism. " BEN DAVIS 
said that democratic centralism is a "live" thing 
and it is most difficult to spell out in a constitution 
each specific situation that it covers. DAVIS felt 
that the best way to handle it would be !, to define the 
principle of democratic centralism which guides 
Party functions n 

HY LUMER stated that the problem is to introduce 
the changes in the Constitution in a suitable and popular 
language, as well as in a much briefer form. He indicated 
that both he and another unnamed individual would 
attempt to work out the exact language. 

BEN DAVIS, JR. next gave a brief report on his 
appearances at BuckneiJJ. College. He stated that he 
spoke for approximately 25 minutes and there were between 
600 and 700 students in attendance. DAVIS remarked 
that following his talk, there was a question and answer 
period lasting approximately two hours. He said the 
type of questions asked indicated to him how little 
prepared he was regarding the thinking of students today. 
He said the students indicated they wanted a change 
and that they did not defend the capitalist system. 
He felt that the Party is not yet prepared to unfold a 
prospectus for the way to socialism and that the Party 
should give attention to the development of a program on 
this. 

GUS HALL stated that a letter would be sent 
to the farm cadre to explain that "we" are not ready for 
discussion on the farm question. HALL also suggested that 
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possibly there should be a national farm conference 
in the near future, (it is to be noted that HALL 
apparently is referring to the agenda for the coming 
NC meeting as this was to be one of the points discussed 
at the meeting.) 

HALL next introduced a discussion on the NEC 
commenting that it should not be too big and must be , 
limited in size, to a workable body. He suggested that 
some of the newer cadre be" brought into the NEC in order 
to bring in the thinking Vof the bottom of the Party,, " 
fthich he described as being of the working class and the 
Negro people. 

Informant advised that at this point HALL 
apparently introduced a slate of candidates for the NEC. 
He commented that he had only one copy and in referring 
to the individuals, utilized., the added security of the 
blackboard and this information was not available to the 
informant . 

Informant advised that following GUS HALL's remarks, 
BEN DAVIS indicated that he might be in favor of 
dispensing with an NEC. EUGENE DENNIS proposed two 
alternatives : 

1. Elect no NEC; or 

2. Elect only a partial NEC 

HY LUMER commented that the Party needs some 
kind of a resident body .to meet frequently and not just 
the Secretariat. He suggested tha% there should be more 
/'thought and discussion on this point, PHIL BART commented 
V that he was m favor of electing a full NEC at the 

NC meeting. EUGENE DENNIS subsequently remarked that all 
present except LUMER and himself were in favor of 
electing a full NEC. Continuing, DENNIS stated that he 
was in favor of having only fifteen for the NEC, while 
others proposed an NEC of approximately thirteen to eighteen. 
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Informant noted that during this discussion, the added 
security of the blackboard was utilized frequently and 
the informant was unable to determine whether any concrete 
proposals were made or passed in this regard. 

PHIL BART next reported that the "org. bureau 
following discussion with New Jersey and PAT (TOOHEY?) 
had agreed to recommend the reinstatement of an 80-year 
old Party member. BART said this person now lives in 
Queens and that discussion would have to be taken up with 
that district. He said this individual would not be 
active and that it was merely a question of his being 
in the Party for the remaining years of his life. 
Informant noted that DENNIS asked for any objections and 
none were made. He suggested that BART should take it 
up again with New Jersey and make no public announcement 
concerning it, (it is believed the individual referred to 
is MAX BEDACHT.) 

PHIL BART then brought up the question of 
operation of the office staff at CP Headquarters. He 
said that JEAN (SMITH?) had quit but that she was cpming 
in to clean up some work and indicated that there might 
be further discussion regarding her employment. JAMES 
JACKSON noted that in his experiences in the National 
Office, JEAN (SMITH) had been loyal, competent and 
a very good administrator, while, on the other hand, RUTH 
(SHULMAN?) had been arrogant, partisan in the Party 
struggle, and was prone to use sharp words. It is noted 
that HY LUMER agreed With JACKSON 1 s estimate of RUTH 
( SHULMAN) whereas EUGENE DENNIS said that RUTH had been 
efficient for over 25 years. / 

BEN DAVIS stated that there is a need for 
efficiency in the office operation and a clear understanding 
of what a per son&s- duties are, DAVIS remarked that 
this was BART*s responsibility and to see that these duties 
are carried out. Discussion closed with GUS HALL recommending 
that PHIL BART get together with JEAN (SMITH) to work out an 
arrangement with her and attempt to convince her to remain*

On 3/16/60, NY 2359-S* advised that a meeting 
of the CP, USA National Secretariat and invited guests 
was held in CP Headquarters, NYC, on that date. 

Among those in attendance were EUGENE' DENNIS, 
GUS HALL, BEJN DAVIS, PHIL BART, CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT, JAMES 
JACKSON and HY-LUMER. 

GUS HALL opened the meeting with a discussion of 
the i960 elections* He said that consideration must be 
given to the central features to be presented and emphasized. 
He suggested that the Party consider how to raise the 
long-range objectives of the Party insofar as they are 
related to specific questions of the day, such as peace, 
disarmament, the German questiQn and automation. He felt 
that the question of the Party in its role in this election 
campaign should be forcefully presented by adding new 
features. The Party must become a Party with crusadec, 
not in a narrow sense, but must be identified with specific 
issues, in such fields as peace, prices, taxes* and public 
ownership* According to HALL, the Party must indicate that: 
1. Labor, Negro people and progressives cannot use the 
two-party system without their own independent organization/ 
and; 2. Such independent people have never grown in 
America unless they are "grass roots in nature.' 1 

PHIL BART felt that there is a liberal portion 
in both Parties trying to tie up the Negro vote. He 
said that he does nob see the possibility of having a 
national ticket as the Party does not have the ability 
or resources. 

EUGENE DENNIS said that certain leaders of the 
U.S. have turned against the spirit of Geneva and Camp 
David on peace and nuclear disarmament; Senators (JOHN) KENNEDY 
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and (HUBERT H.) HUMPHREY are apt to be fickle and 
vacillating on the peace question, while ADLAI STEVENSON 
has a more consistent pro-peace position on the nuclear 
'question; the center of things for the i960 elections 
is the mass movements, alliances, and the building of 
independent organisations wherever possible; Party must 
stress more both on COPE (Committee on Political Education, 
AFL-CIO) and certain united labor committees; limited 
experience on West Coast, specif ically San Francisco and 
Oregon, has shown the question of peace can't be kept 
(supreme) „ 

DENNIS expressed opposition to running a Party 
Presidential ticket, as: 1. Diversionary to forces needed 
on other phases of work, and; 2. Because great difficulties 
are involved in getting Communist candidates on the ballot 
in certain states. DENNIS said that the Party has one 
Congressional candidate running from New York but he 
did not identify this individual. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT commented that DENNIS had 
fairly well summarized his views on questions. He said 
that the line and tactics regarding the I960 elections 
established by the 17th National Convention are still 
valid, but must be brought up to date. In this connection, 
he noted that the meaning of the i960 elections for the future 
and the chief tasks faced by the Party are two of the 
things which must be brought up to date. LIGHTFOOT 
continued that the Party must take note of the "loosening 
up" of forces, especially within the labor movement, 
indicating a breaking away from the rigid controls 
formerly exercised '. by the labor leaders. He said 
that the Party must help in every way "to develop this 
loosening up and to hasten the basic realignment of forces." 
According to LIGHTFOOT, "this unfreezing of forces" is 
the basis on which the Party should base its position. 
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JAMES JACKSON said that he was in general 
agreement with the remarks of GENE PENNIS and that he 
does not oppose sponsoring a Party Presidential ticket 
for the i960 elections hut wants only about ten to 
fifteen per cent of the membership assigned to that 
specific task. JACKSON remarked that the choice of a 
party Presidential ticket depends on what ,is happening 
in the South. He claimed that the Party leadership has 
failed to grasp the fact that a new revolutionary 
struggle exists in the South today. He said the Party 
should purchase Southern papers in order to evaluate 
reactions, as more important than the outcome of the 
i960 elections is the Party's interpretation of this 
movement in the South and its capacity for shaping the 
pattern in the whole country. 

In conclusion, JACKSOBf . said that the national 
leadership of the Party should send a wire to the Attorney 
General today on the developments in South Carolina 
and Alabama (possibly referring to arrest of Negro 
student pickets). 

HY LUMER observed that the key question in the 
Presidential campaign is not its complexity, but rather 
the changing relationship which it has evoked. LUMER 
said at the present time he is not favorably inclined 
toward having a slate of Party candidates in the i960 
elections- He agreed that its more, practical aspects 
deserve further scrutiny; however, he is opposed to 
using ten per cent of the membership to work on a Party 
Presidential slate because this would divert the Party's 
already limited forces from other work. LUMER said 
that the Party must fight for the election of more Negroes 
to Congress, especially in those districts where the 
greatest possibility for success exists. He continued 
that the Party, in determining its own program, must 
spell out the issues on which it should crusade.

BEN DAVIS was in agreement with JACKSON'S 
suggestion that a telegram be sent to the U.S. Attorney 
General signed by the CP, USA National Leadership 
protesting the student arrests in the South. DAVIS 
said the question of Party candidates must be discussed 
further. According to DAVIS, the Party is not yet 
involved properly in the Presidential election campaign 
and he fails to see how it can become involved properly 
without deciding right now on a slate of Presidential 
candidates. DAVIS cautioned that the Party must correct 
the impression many people have that the Party, because . 
it has supported to some extent President EISENHOWER f s 
limited movement towards better relations with the 
Soviet, also supports (Vice President) NIXON, DAVIS 
demanded that the Party direct its main fire at NIXON 
and fight him in every way possible on the issues 
of the day. DAVIS continued that this must be done in 
this critical stage of the i960 elections, when Presidential 
candidates are being selected. DAVIS characterized 
NIXON as a most slippery s.o.b # and one who looks n in 
every goddam direction, n and who is all things to all men. 
According to DAVIS, NIXON is retreatiigon a whole series 
of questions, nobody has any confidence in him and if he 
is elected, it would be on the basis of his tie with 
(President) EISENHOWER, because n by himself, he is nothing 
and has nothing. " 

DAVIS then mentioned Senator (JOHN) KENNEDY, 
stating that he agrees with the general estimate that 
it is uncertain that KENNEDY will win the Democratic 
Presidential nomination. He accused the Democrats of 
sacrificing the lead to the Republicans on peace and 
civil rights in the interest of winning control of 
Congress. He called for the Party to take a firm stand 
and make it clear that the Party does not support 
anybody who espouses "anti-Catholic prejudices/ 1 (In 
respect to Senator KENNEDY.) DAVIS felt that the Party 
should take note of other Democratic candidates without, 
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at this juncture, overtly revealing its explicit support 
for any of them. 

In conclusion, DAVIS said that the Party should 
have the same kind of mass movement on the peace question 
that the Negro people have on civil rights. He 
indicated that he favored Party candidates as this would 
bring about complete Party mobilization and also result 
in radio, T.V* and press publicity. 

GUS HALL said that elections play a special 
role in American life and the Party cannot be built 
around a political platform program alone but must 
be built around personalities and force^• HALL expressed 
a realization of the fact that there are technical 
difficulties n Such as getting on the ballot " and said 
that they should be investigated, 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT said that the Party must not 
be built on elections but on mass people *s movements and 
broad struggles. 

EUGENE DENNIS suggested that the entire question 
be presented to the forthcoming NC meeting and that 
the new NEC make the decision. He then proposed that the 
question of the makeup of the new NEC be taken up and 
!t he would lock the doors of the room. " 
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GUS "HALL then placed 21 names on the blackboard* 
He said that they wanted a way to "break through the 
barrier" and get the new experiences of others on this 
group* 

CLAUDE LIGHTF00T said that GERALDYNE (LIGHTFOOT) 
had relationships to mass organizations and movements 
to a greater degree than any other Negro he knew c 
He said she would bring a practical down-to-earth 
approach to the Committee (NEC), but that "she does 
have family problems/' He asked that "the door not be 
closed to her as yet." LIGHTPOOT continued that there 
are other Negro comrades such as CHARLENE (MITCHELL) 
and JUANITA (WHEELER), the latter being from San Francisco 
At this point, LIGHTFOOT was cautioned to put the names 
on the blackboard, 

GUS HALL said that he thought CHARLENE would 
have to be discounted at this time due to health reasons m 

BEN DAVIS agreed With HALL 1 s suggestion that 
they have new people on the NEC, He noted, however, 
if all the members are going to be replaced, it should 
be clearly justified that this was a policy for the 
admission of new people and new ideas c 

EUGENE DENNIS suggested that tl}e Secretariat 
complete a list of 15 persons for the new NEC for whom 
there would be Tonanimity of the Secretariat, According 
to the informant, no objections were raised to the 
following:

CLAUDE LIGHTEOOT suggested that further 
consideration be given to the list on Friday (3/l8/6o), 
He then presented a brief report on some general 
developments over the weekend in the Mid-West, However, 
he used the security of the blackboard and the Informant 
was unable to obtain the contents of the report, 

A general discussion followed during which 
there was presented a draft of a proposed telegram 
from the Party to the President demanding that he 
order the Attorney General to undertake impeachment 
proceedings against Governors in Southern states 
denying Negro citizens their cavil rights and thereby 
failing to discharge their sworn duty as governors, to 
uphold the US Constitution. They suggested that a further 
demand be made that the President personally intervene 
to bring about an immediate unconditional release of the 
Negro students who had been arrested and placed in 
stockade -facilities. A further suggestion was made 
that consideration be given to direct demands to the 
leading presidential candidates that they take action 
in this situation, thereby exerting added pressure. 
GENE DENNIS said that the communication should be ready 
for transmittal today (3/16/60) or tomorrow (3/17/60). 
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BEN DAVIS then presented his views on the 
format * he wnuld like to have followed at the forthcoming 
National Committee meeting. He proposed that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT be delegated to present a sub-report on 
political action; that reports given fefcould "try to 
interpret" the significance of this latest national 
Negro upsurge with emphasis on its features and 
character! sties j because of the rapid speed up of 
Negro events, the Negro resolution adopted at the 17th 
National Convention, must be sharpened and updated; 
peaceful co-existence should not be raised as a* 
substitute for all these other struggles; the future 
of the whole country rests on how this question (Negro 
question) is decided; the Party must engender a theory, 
atmosphere, and spirt of victory. The Party must 
forpe the federal power to act (in behalf of Negroes?)*. 
The nationalism of Negroes united is good and it must 
be encouraged and channelized properly by the Party* 

DAVIS stated that what is being fought for 
today in the South, is the peaceful transition to 
Socialism in this country by eliminating and outlawing 
the system of 01m Crow, He said the civil rights 
fight in Congress today is a sham, full of chicanery 
and p re-arrangements, the result of which may be 
something that no one can support* The Party should 
get volunteers like it did for Spain to engage in 
political pioneering. 3».the Scuth,helping in the struggle 
wherever needed, 

CLAUDE LIGHTF00T stated that the Party must 
spread the economic boycott weapon throughout the entire 
North and that the Party must make an all out mobilization 
for the Negro Labo? Council meeting in Detroit in 
May, as well as for the NAACP convention. He said the 
Negro Labor Council is a tremendous forum for speaking 
about the Southern problem and the UA# is already 
mobilizing to destroy the Negro Labor Council* 
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HY LUMER said he agreed with JAMES JACKSON 
that the significance of the movement in the South 
has not as yet been properly evaluated or understood* 
LUMER said that the youth, * who have been participating 
in the picket lines in NY, have no i£ea of the basic 
demand of the Negro people in this movement* 

EUGENE DENNIS commented that the main 
emphasis must be on what can be done to shape this 
movement countrywide # He said the approach in the 
South must be on broader terms than in the North, 
adding that in the North, the Party can concretely 
specify what it*s going to do in labor, youth, 
church, and wome#s organizations, 

BEN DAVIS spoke again and stated that the 
movement in the South is a revolutionary struggle which 
is assaulting the state power in the South # He stated 
it is also part of the struggle against anti-monopoly 
coalition, in that there is picketing of such organizations 
as Woolworth*s Five and Ten Cents Store * DAVIS said, 
however, that the main struggle is against the state 
power because Woolworth*s is powerless to change its 
policies as long as the state power will not allow it 
to do so* 

EUGENE DENNIS said that if there is not more 
extensive support in the North, this movement in the 
South will not continue on its present path* DAVIS 
agreed with DENNIS saying that the ruling class in the 
country is in a state of confusion, and do not know 
what to do, so now is the time to hit and shake them 
to their boots* JAMES JACKSON said "we" would be 
remiss if we did not consider this struggle in the 
South in the form of old style -r. picketing and 
national slogans* He noted that it was significant 
that there are picket lines in support of the Negro, 
but no picket lines in support of the segregationalists. 
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Informant advised that the meeting ended 
with CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT suggesting that "one of us 
ought to go to the South." BEN DAVIS said "I«m 
planning to go.? I want to go to Atlanta, my hme 
town."

It is believed these notes also were written 
by HALL, probably during her return trip to NY* These pages 
are apparently the high points of the meeting and pertain 
to the remarks and views of those in attendance. The speedwriting 
portion of this notebook subsequently was transcribed by the 
FBI Laboratory and the information obtained is set forth below.

Concerning point four on the agenda, status of 
organization locally, HALL* s notes reflect the following:

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"Mo" (MORRIS) feels that the element s In membership 
are not represented. In this regard, he feels there is only 
one^ creed, no Negroes, no trade -unionists. He feels the SRC 
should send in (to Florida) Negro rank and file workers. 
MORRIS also feels the Party has no position on coming local 
elections and described the Party as a "Bible class." 

MORRIS complained there have been no public state- 
ments (in the name of the Party) since 1955. He said the Party 
organization In the center (national office) serves not the 
community, but the country at large. MORRIS 'further felt 
that the Party has been weakened by "witch hunts." 

"W" (WALTER) then spoke. He said the Party has 
continued to function, but much of its activity has been on 
the defensive. WALTER indicated that many liberals and 
progressives have moved into Miami, and there is a need for 
more training for the existing leadership in order to play its 
role among those people already in mass organizations. He 
stated help is needed from the SRC to train local leadership 
already in existence. 

DAN stated that the last five year period has been 
the worst; however, the period was not entirely wasted In that 
people are no longer panicked at the thought of witch hunts. 
DAN complained the center (national office) is a collecting 
agency and is not doing political work in any area. ' He said 
the Party should encourage people to move to the South to live. 

HALL t s notes then reflect the following with regard 
to membership in Miami: 

There are twenty-two members plus two transfers, 
totalling twenty- four members. These members are divided 
into three clubs, two clubs with seven members each, and one 
club with eight members. (Apparently as of the time HALL took 
these notes the two transferees had not been assigned to a 
specific club). 
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HALL's notes reflect that the dues report through 
November (1959) would be mailed in two weeks. Further, there 
are no problems with respect to literature. 

Under a heading "Finances", HALL's notes reflect she 
was paid for this trip and that her expenses and refund were 
sent to PHIL BART. Further > that money covering, the June 
report had been received the past week and had been sent to 
the N.O. (national office). One hundred dollars (apparently 
of this money) had been specified for "The Worker" and had 
been submitted. 

Under a sub-heading, "Mass Approach", HALL's notes 
reflect ABE stated that the NAACP was very active in helping 
on the registration campaign and that he himself had helped in 
transportation. ABE felt there is a negative and distorted 
approach to the Negro community and that the Nee:?o community 
is not moving as it does not know where to go. ".He said other 
comrades do not accept his estimate and feel that this 
estimate is based upon guess work. 

At the bottom of this page HALL's notes contain the 
following entry, Add-CORE" (Committee on Racial Equality) . 

In closing, HALL's notes reflect the following were 
considered by her as sidelights to her trip: 

MORRIS regarding transfers, "C's" attitudes on "MO" 
(MORRIS) and funds - .CLARA (LESTER) . 

This concludes that portion of HALL's notes which 
were written in longhand. A comparison of this information 
with the speedwriting notes indicates the above information 
is generally a summary of information which HALL took in 
speedwriting. Set forth below is the information contained in 
speedwriting, as transcribed by the FBI Laboratory: 

HALL's speedwriting notes classify this meeting 
as a. "M" (Miami) conference. 
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This section of HALL 1 s notes goes into greater detail 
relative to the comments of the various speakers at this 
meeting* 

WALTER suggested starting discussions on five different 
aspects of work* He said many (people) had come out (with 
theories) with relation to work; however * it was premature 
to lay down a program of work. WALTER further indicated a 
date had been set for a conference. 

HALL 1 s notes then reflect the following entry:

Apparently WALTER ccrbinued with his report and 
stated the NAACP is wea:k# ; and although (it was) active in 
helping in the transportation (situation it was) very 
disappointing.

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ABE commented there was one person (in Miami) who 
asked for books (on Communism) to read; however, this 
individual does not want to join (the CP).

This report reflects that Monday was the day 
promised they xvould serve both Negroes and whites., Eight 
Negroes went (to the restaurant) and sat down* They were 
followed into the restaurant by hoodlums who st;ood behind 
the Negroes . When the waiter said he was not serving Negroes, 
one of the hoodlums assaulted a Negro . The showcase was 
broken and the counter manager tried to stop the hoodlum and 
ran for the police . A lawyer was obtained ancl the case went 
to court, bail being set for three people. The white person 
was charged with assault, the Negroes with assault and battery. 
Two were found guilty and a Negro and hoodlum were fined $50.00 
each. 

ABE stated this was the first time that particular 
court was not segregated. 

HALL 1 s notes reflect the NAACP elections had been held 
a few months ago and that although GRAVES nominated a man who 
had been president in the past* and was no good, the Negroes 
sent many into the national (?) office. 

Under a heading, "Mass Work", HAIL 1 s notes contain 
information relative to CORE (Committee on Racial Equality) , 
apparently, ia Miami. 

These notes indicate CORE'S membership consists of 
26 people, 13 white, 13 Negroes; that it is a loosely knit 
organisation, and its dues are $2.00 per year. CORE does 
not easily accept members, but it does hold open meetings.

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HALL's notes reflect CORE'S activity is limited 
to registration, backdown, "sit-downs", and similar activity. 

CORE enlists the cooperation of the NAACP and the 
churches, "but for certain struggles needs an excuse to con- 
centrate on churches. 

The notes indicate (Reverend) SHUTTLESWORTH came 
(to Miami) and raised $850,-00 and that CORE is supposed 
to get legal support from the ACLU (American Civil Liberties 
Union) . 

HALL's notes reflect that the discussion at this 
meeting pointed out the necessity of having more people in 
mass work. The membership needs more initiative; however, 
there are not enough members to present a true -cloture (of 
what is being done?). What is needed is a little more under- 
standing and flexibility. A united front is more important 
than anyiiing else, i.e., a second party. 

WALTER proposed that for the coming conference, 
there be prepared a report on issues (confronting •- ' the Party) 
which would be presented at the conference, 

ROSE stated she had worked with the Negro people; 
however, they either would not or do not trust us. She said 
that the Negro cadre here (Miami) are always talking about 
our work and what is ahead.

MORRIS spoke again relative to the UAW (United 
Auto Workers) convention. He said (WALTER) REUTHER stated 
that the Negro people were not ready for top leadership 
positions in the union and that when the civil rights issue 
was brought up 95 of the Negro delegates walked out. 

Concerning the resolution of KHRUSHCHEV 1 s visit 
presented at the convention; MORRIS said there is a possibility 
of peaceful co-existence and that the disarmament position was 
good„ It {the resolution) called for more exchanges with the 
Soviet Union and more delegations. 

MORRIS called for a conference to discuss the 
elections and for the formation of a political action 
committee. 

MORRIS further stated there was a new feeling of 
criticism of (GEORGE) MEANEY. The membership (of the union) 
is not as afraid as it used to be. He cited the success of 
(HARRY) BRIDGES in Chicago, where 1,000 trade unionists 
met and heard him. 
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MORRIS said the LANDRUM-GRIFFIN Bill (places) 
democracy in unions, which everyone wants; however, putting it 
in the hands Qf the government is something else.. He said the 
text of the law appeared in the District 65 paper. 

MORRIS concluded that the UAW convention on peace 
was much better than the AFL-CIO. 

HALL's notes continue that concerning KHRUSHCHEV 1 s 
visit, the resolution must be applied locally, in a local 
way, by a standing committee, and it must be determined as to 
what phase of the resolution can be worked with to suit the 
situation in Miami.

HALL'S notes indicate that on Sunday, date not 
indicated, the agenda for this meeting included: 

1. Lraft resolutions 

2. Convention plans 

3. Activity here (Miami) - Party and mass. 

Concerning draft resolutions, it was brought 
o-ut that the draft resolution had been accepted by the 
National Committee at a meeting in July, and 
that all but one member had voted for it. 

WALTER stated that a study committee will deal 
with this and will have points written down so that suggestions, 
criticisms, etc., can be given to the national office. 
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MORRIS followed and stated the draft resolution 
does not touch sufficiently with the trade union struggles. 
He stated he did not see anything in this resolution that did 
not exist in prior resolutions and voiced the opinion the Party 
was not digging deep enough on problems. 

Concerning the status of the Miami Party organization, 
WALTER stated the Party and the SRC should think in terms of 
encouraging people to move to Miami and other pieces: in the 
South. He suggested that for a minimum of twice a year, that 
someone come into Miami for one week 0 

WALTER stated September is past and we are all lazy 
around the center. We are a collecting organization and are 
neglecting real work.. 

DAN stated people are Confused on the Negro population. 
The gamblers, drunks and upper-class are trying to exploit them. 
DAN said there are Negro people who are not moving and that

DANNY stated the past five years were the worst 
years we (CP) have had, although they were not wasted. We 
were not afraid, everyone stood on his own two feet, 
which is worth a lot. DANNY stated we are hardened, know 
how to appreciate things, and know what to do when these 
things happen. 

DANNY went on to state that we (Miami Party) lost 
one person and do not care how good or how bad he was. It 
is not the Party 1 s attitude to throw someone out of the Party. 
LOU and someone else were thrown out of the Party. LOU was 
afraid because of the economic situation and his wife, but 
we (CP) did not try to give him work or what he expected in 
order to be a good member of the Party. 
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DANNY stated we (CP) have to educate the residents, 
keep the organization intact and develop classes. 

MORRIS reported that l8f 0 of Dade County is composed 
of Negroes; however, we (CP) have no Negro comrades. He said 
we are in need of someone who can help here, in and around 
the Party, and tie these elements together as well as with the 
(Southern) Region. 

MORRIS related we must educate the members so 
they can do better mass work. He said it is wrong to assume 
that if we do not have the best contacts in the trade union 
movement, etc., tteb we have nothing. 

MORRIS stated that what is needed is a person in 
direct contact with the region so that if we do get the 
place, etc., we can sit down and talk with the person. The 
only reason we need a contact with the region is to help 
us. 

WALTER sharply differed with MORRIS on his con- 
clusions. He said the Party has not existed in the past 
five years - no youth, no Negroes. Party meetings are such 
that the discussion relates mainly to the past five years 
recalling the attacks made against the Party. 

WALTER said it is one thing to get someone trans- 
ferred in a routine way and another to get someone to come to 
Miami to live. He said we do not need someone to come to Miami 
to live.

"MO" (MORRIS) stated there is an election the follow- 
ing month; however, the candidates have not been discussed or 
a line formulated. 

MORRIS stated that insofar as the organisation 
locally is concerned, we are not going to grow and are not 
expected to take positions in community life - we do not have 
the elements to do that. 

MORRIS related one comrade had gone into the hotel 
workers to supplement a few dollars a week because he could 
not earn enough. This comrade asked the leadership to do 
Something about it; however, the request was denied, which 
is the wrong approach. MORRIS stated that if we do not recruit, 
how then can we grow or partake in our state political and 
community life. 

MORRIS expressed the opinion that if we are in a 
position to have in Miami a "N.C.", who does not have to be a 
Jew, a worker who is a loyal Party comrade working with the 
Negro people, then we can find there is a lot to do in Miami 
in the NAACP, in CORE, etc. 

MORRIS stated we want a site (or situation) where 
^here is a trade union movement, where there is dissatisfaction., 

Since 1955., we have issued no statements or taken 
part in any state issues, openly or not openly. We used to 
bring the line of the Party to the public in elections and other 
issues. We have failed in doing any practical work, we have 
people who belong to one creed, who are not leaders, we have 
no youth, no Negroes, no workers. We did not Haave in the 
Miami Party any sort of the developments and troubles that 
took place in other states. The reason for this is that the 
element in Miami is more or less an old time element who 
struggled all their lives to build the Party. 
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MORRIS stated that one thing is evident - at 
meetings we have criticized invitations, resented the indicating 
finger that points to the individual. This policy must he 
divorced from the movement. Invite the organization, but : 
not the individual. Criticism of leadership is not new 
to the CP movement. 

MORRIS stated that on the local situation there are 
no Party clubs except in Miami and that years ago ite Party 
locally had connections in other states. MORRIS stressed 
the lack of confidence in each other relative to going to 
conferences. 

MORRIS said that in the South, being the most 
potential of all places, there should be at least a regular 
contact with personnel, where a person can sit down and talk 
to people for a week or two- He said he was disappointed

short visit, but indicated plans were being made (for

MORRIS related there is a feeling (in Miami) that 
there is a central organization of continuity of leadership 
and, as such, Miami can warrant having a person spending 
time in Miami, giving us a feeling of (belonging?).

HALL'S notes further reflect her comments relative 
to some of the activity in Miami, She indicated the work 
of I j group was limited because of age> outlook and composi- 
tiofn She indicated that what is important is how much better 
work they can do and to what extent their outlook and vision 
can be broadened is the responsibility of the SRC to 
ascertain. 

As to what was accomplished during her visit, 
HALL's notes indicate there were two well attended meetings 
with full discussion and convention plans were made. 

HALL made the following suggestion to the Miami 
Party organization: That serious thought be given as to 
what is said and promised at the convention regarding Miami's 
liasion with leadership from the national office. These 
comrades, whatever their limitations may be, can be given 
empty promises just so long and will not be convinced that 
what iElttaLe th^r a& for is impossible to be solved.

The following are the highlights and most 
important statements made at the above meeting as 
reported by NY 2359-S*. 
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SESSION OF..FBDRUARY 24, i960 

Remarks of IIY LUMER : LUMER stated t*:at he was reporting on 

civil rights legislation for BEN 
DAVIS , w o is speaking at Bucknell College. The civil 
rights legislation issue is exerting great pressure or, 
tue two major parties duri -g t is presidential election 
year a/d a contest is developing between spokesmen for 
both, pax^ties vying for credit for civil rights legislation. 
However, the proposed legislatio is complicated, i. - 
effective aod will not guara . iby the right to vote to 
Negroes. It is merely for tue purpose of satisfy! .g 
campaign promises. As betuee - '0 e voting Registrar System 
proposed by the Civil Rights Coumisslo . a: id '0 e Referee 
System proposed by tue Attorney Ge eral, t^e Registrar 
System is preferable. 

The system proposed by the Attorney General is 
too elaborate and would require a Negro to go to court 
a^d endanger himself by attracting publicity. The IJAACP 
and t*.-e anti-Defamation League have objected to this 
proposal. The Party must support legislatio n viiiph does 
not involve court procedures but must support that which 
places enforcement into the hands of federal officials. 
The Party must fight for the inclusion of avfci^ly -ch 
legislation and must develop campaigns of pressure on 
both senators and congressmen for civil rights legislation. 

Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT : A meeting of the Negro 

! 1 ! 1 > Commission was "held several 
weeks ago at which the following three topics were dis- 
cussed: 1) i960 election, 2) developments around the NAACP, 
3) full participation in negro labpr councils. 

Now there are three regional conferences being 
scheduled for leading Negro cadre on the East Coast, MicU 
irest and i?he West Coast. The pniy regional conference 
held so far hap been in the Midwest and this conference 
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was very successful. Negro comrades from Detroit, Chicago, 
St, Louis, Wisconsin and Minnesota participated in this 
meetings It was brought out at the meeting that t>e 
.position of the Party with regard - to the i960 elections 
and the Negro community is being vindicated. 

There is a trend in the country of an accelerated 
groi-Jth of Independent forms of activity on the part of 
Negroes which is non partisan In character and within 
the framework of the two party system « For example, in 
Cleveland there are eight Negro city congressme ., five 
democratic and three republican. These eight congressmen 
meet on a tfeekly basis to discuss work in the council. 
The Republicans have a Negro candidate for judge and all 
eight Negro councilmen, both Republican and Democratic, 
are supporting him. 

In St. Louis the NAACP is working very effectively 
through its political arm, however, the Negroes in St. 
Louis are still subjected tc discrimination i;/ public 
places and a fight is being waged against this discrimination* 
A committee called "The Committee of 10,000" has been 
formed to defeat any candidate who does not fight for 
this anti-discrimination program in St. Louis. 

The composition of this committee is non partisan 
and was organized through the initiative of the 
CALLOWAY (phonetic) forces. CALLOWAY (phonetic) is the 
Negro organizer of the teamsters union and is i \ a com- 
parable position, although not the same as POWELL (ADAM 
CLAYTON) in New York or DALTON (phonetic) for the democratic 
machine in Illinois. Even more important than the NAACP 
in St. Louis is the fact that people in the labor movement 
are the decisive political factor in the Negro community,. 
In Memphis, a movement is developing to eventually break 
through the political leadership. As to the voters

movement in Illinois, some of the Chicago voters league 
people were Invited last week to Erie, Pennsylvania. 
I have not as yet heard the results of that meeting. Voters 
league organization have been established in Haywood 
(phonetic) Illinois and in Minneapolis. In Minneapolis 
many prominent people are involved including the editor 
of the leading newspaper there. 

The Negro Labor Council in the Midwest is grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds* embracing almost every conceivable 
element among those in the labor movement. Almost without 
exception our Party and our leading Party cadre are 
involved directly in the movement. We are not on the 
ground floor of the movement and are not isolated from 
It* This (the Negro Labor Council) will have important 
bearings on the i960 elections even though it is r.ot a 
political organization. This movement is no longer only 
a top level operation . It has taken on grass roots* 
character and th$ best organised development of this move- 
ment outside Detroit is in St. Louis. The second most 
developed in this movement is in Indiana and here again 
we are not isolated. 

Informant noted that at this point LIGIITFOOT 
utilized the added security of the blackboard in referring 
to names of individuals but. this information was not 
available to the informant. 

They are organizing the state of Indiana prior 
to going to the National Convention. Their organizers are 
in the field and going into different towns. . .and our 
Party is in good shape there * 

In Detroit jrSjs the elite (of the Negro Labor 
Council)... They have a constitution which would give 
them power eternally. It is more bureaucratic in its 
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concept than the NAACP. They have no outlook for grass 
roots, however, we feel that the impact (of the Negro 
Labor Council movement?) will be powerful enough to move 
Detroit . 

In Chicago there is a tendency on the part of 
some comrades to refrain from participating in the move- 
ment. There is also a tendency to pit fulltimers against 
the rank and file. In Chicago the discussion was how to 
exclude fulltimers. In Chicago, unlike Indiana, it is 
being narrowed down on the basis of left trade unionists, 
communists and socialists. In Indiana all forces are 
united in the Usg^Q. Labor Council. 

Ne outlined a few things xire should give particular 
attention to. (with regard to the Negro Labor Councils), 
1. On the question of program vie don't feel there will 
be too much difficulty. 2. The question of constitution. 
In the constitution make a determined fight against red 
baiting. • This is something we felt that vie shouldn J t give 
up on. We're not making it the breaking point but it is 
not something we will remain passive on when vie feel we are 
in a position to exert quite a bit of influence in this'' 
connection. For the national gathering that takes place 
in Detroit we have to set up one steering committee . . 

Informant noted that LIGHTPOOT "again .utilized the added 
security of -the blackboard in referring to indivi- 
duals. These are people who are in the movement. Then 

we will have comrades who will not be in the movement but 

will be available. 

There are going to be problems between the official 
labor movement and this movement (the Negro Labor Councils)* 
So far there hasn't been tqo much done to stop it (the 
Negro Labor Council) but there will be problems forthcoming 
where there will be variations between the official labor 
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movement and this movement in respect to politics and other 
problems, In the big cities there is a common pattern of 
conservative leadership in the Negro labor Councils, 
but we found that in small toxms in a number of areas we were 
In a position to get things done providing that we followed 
up and organized . 

In all fields of worl: the first job we have is 
to ascertain if there is a trend. Also to ascertain if 
there is a vacuum that is not being filled, This Party will 
never regain political initiative among the masses by 
simply being "me too." The people villi follow you Irrespective 
of what they think if they t'hinlc7ou are moving with .what 
they want done. The basic problem vu.ll be organization 
and this movement will be a springboard for the march on- the 
two conventions. 

LIGHTFOOT commented that "freedom trains" will 
roll from one end of the country co the other, picking 
up people at every town on their tracks. He stated that 
"freedom trains" is going to be the theme and believed that 
this will accelerate Negroes to go to the polls and vote 
as well as to enter politics with the feeling that this is 
part of the strategy for freedom.. 

He said that this will place civil rights in a 
sharper focus than ever before and that when other elements 
in the picture have been joined together, it would lay 
the framework for a third Party movement. 

Remarks of WILLIAM L. PATTERSON : PATTERSON termed the 

. _ . . _ -. - - - ~ reports of luiiER and LIGHTFOOT 

as excellent and gave a good picture of what is going on in 
the legislative fronts, lie felt, hovrever, that the most 
vital action being taken in the United States today is around 
the student movement which cannot be ignored by any 
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deep-thinking persons in the United States whether white 
or negro and it can serve only to deepen sympathy. 
PATTERSON said that he agreed with LIGHTFOOT that the 
Party is not geared to take advantage of the movements 
of which he spoke. Informant noted that at this point 
PATTERSON utilized the added security of the blackboard 
in referring to individuals but that this information was 
not available to the informant. 

PATTERSON commented further that the Negroes 
and whites have not been brought together in New York and 
that a "blast-off" movement in New York is lagging. He 
pointed out that a further move would be to raise civil 
rights questions before the Negro city councilmen in cities 
like Chicago and New York and then go before these city 
councils with delegations. 

Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS : DSNI1IS stated that "we" are 

r — , , „ dealing with a new stage 01 the 

struggle which we not only have to understand but from 
which "we" must draw conclusions and gear the Party 1 s work 
to it. He said this is the beginning of a political move- 
ment which is bound to show itself in other segments of the 
population. He said, "He as a Party are breaking through 
our isolation." The party must not only issue statements 
but must become a part of this movement and there must be 
a constant struggle by the Party. 

Remarks of ARNOLD JOHNSON: With regard to legislation, we 

1 ■ ■ — ~ — -* ' must understand what goes on 

in order to avoid confusion. He must decide what we isant 
on the "House Bill" (Civil Rights Bill). We want a minimum 
of "Section 3, anti-Lynch and Registrar" and beyond that 
many important points can be added. 

The Party should support the tactic of "immediate 
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achievement" and oppose the tactic of "gradualism" in 
the Negro peoples movement. 

Remarks of EUGENE DEN NIS : DENNIS discussed the importance 

7~ of the Negro Labor Council saying 

that the Party: 1} should assist to bring it into existence 
and should be in the forefront of it* 2) should see to it 
that the labor unions and particularly the white workers 
participate in the Detroit meeting. 

Remarks of an ind ividual believed to be SAM KUSHNER : KUSHNER 

' 1 commented generally on several 

locals in the South and in Memphis, Tennessee specifically 
where he said Negroes have won and are winning greater 
representation in their unions as well as a corresponding 
decline in segregation practices. KUSHNER called for support 
of a Negro-Labor coalition. 

Remarks of JAMES JACKSON: JACKSON called upon the Party to 

— * ' " " 1 lead the Negro-Labor Council from 

"its embryonic development in Detroit" to its full fruition 
in securing civil rights. JACKSON noted that there is no 
comparable person on the scene today who is able to succeed 
the recently deceased LOUIS BURI33AM. 

Remarks of an individual believed to be DANNY RU3IH f rom Philadelphj 

* 1 — 1 1 RUBIN reported generally on x>ne. 

situation in Philadelphia where student strikes have been 
organized (on ending segregation?)* He said that this kind 
of activity of student strikes will be the main form of 
student participation and that the NAACP in Philadelphia 
is engaged in an internal struggle over its 'do nothing 
leadership." 

Remarks of MORRI S CHILDS : CHILDS stated that the issue of 

-~— " civil rights will be the most 

important issue in the I960 elections and will have an 
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international impact inasmuch as the American bourgeoise 
is sensitive to what they think abroad especially in Asia, 
Africa and other parts of thetorld. Re said the Party 
should be aware of this and include concrete Pr°P a Sfnda 
or information to see to it that this issue is dealt with. 

He said that although the convention took a step 
forward in identifying the importance of mass work, the 
comrades should work in various mass organizations ana 
become a part of the "grass roots" movements, 

CHILDS next referred to material which appeared 
in the recent issues of the "AFL-C10 News'* concerning 
GEORGE MEANT s attack on RANDOLPH (A. PHILIP), civil 
riphts and the Negro Question., He said the Party should 
reprint some of this material and call it to the attention 
of our people in isolated places and inspire them to 
utilize such situations. He said the Party must do more 
than analyze what happens at trade union conventions and 
executive council meetings and by editorial policy, the 
Party can express some of the inadequacies that may be 
contained in some of these statement and resolutions. 

Concerning the current situation in the South 
regarding the "sit down" struggle on the part of young 
people, CHILDS stated that the Party should be able to 
inaugurate some action in every city because it is here 
that the actual economic boycott can come into play. He 
said that a lot can be done to influence that struggle in 
the South. CHILDS stated that in addition to emphasizing 
policy and using examples, the Party ought to have a plan 
of work of some activity. 

Remar ks of PHIL BART : BART stated that the Negro movement 

1 must be given precedence and that 

discussions that take place in the Negro Commission should 
not be confined to that commission but must find its way 
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to all paints of the Party. He said the Party car. wake a 
big contribution to the Negro labor Movement in its effort 
to get official or semi-official recognition by the labor 
movement. The voice of this movement can find expression 
and support throughout the year in state conventions... 

Remarks of CLAUDE LIGI-rPFQOT : LTCirTFOOT expressed the 
""*"*' opinion that the reports high- 

lighted the advantages of the secretary of the Negro Commission 
being in the Midwest and that problems will be raised 
xslthin the commission collectively. The comrades on the 
scene should take initiative to do things and not wait 
until he comes into torn. 

LIGHTFOOT stated that one of the aspects of the 
strategy of the Negro in the South is tied to the i960 
elections and the Party must organize the power and strength 
of the Negro vote. 

LIGHTFOOT suggested that a political statement 
concerning civil rights should be issued by the leadership 
within the next few weeks to the Party as a vdiole and pro- 
posed that a committee be set up to work on this statement. 
He also commented that the Negro Commission would meet and 
work out plans for the Negro movement. 

Remarks of GUS HALL ; HALL discussed the National Committee 

meeting to be held in Chicago and will 
last three full days. He said there will be two sessions 
on Friday and Saturday and one on Sunday and would adjourn 
at approximately 4:00 p.m. on Sunday. According to HALL, 
the central theme of the meeti..g will be the I960 elections 
in which they will work out a program and policy. He 
suggested that a 30 minute general introduction to the 
question will be given which would in broad terms restate 
the policies and bring- up to date the political dex'elopments

of specific club reports based on four or five I:ey 
districts on tow the party feels concerning national and 
state elections and what the Party* s tactical approach to 
the problem will be in the respective states.

HALL said that three additional reports will be, 
given on Negro work, the trade union field, and the peace 
question, all to be followed by discussion.

HALL said there would also be a very short report 
on what has happened since the 17th Convention in order 
to bring the National Committee up to date. He said in 
this will be raised the question of "the Party being the 
Party of the poor."

Remarks of ELIZABETH GURLEY ?LYI!H : FLYNN suggested that there

the Party. FLYNN said she would be glad to volunteer to 
present it. 

Remarks of JACK STACHEL: STACIIEL in referring to the coming

2:00 p.m. to 6:00 p.m. with an evening session from 7:00 p.m.

3:00 p.m. to 7:00 p.m. and to wind up on Sunday at approximately 

2:30 p.m. STACHBL suggested that HELLMAN (phonetic) should 

be brought in to discuss the farm question, even though 

he was not elected to the National Committee but was of 

the opinion that HELLMAN (phonetic) knows more about the 

farm question than anyone else in the Party.

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SECOND DAYS SESSION, 2/25/60 

Remarks of JAMES JACKSON 

JAMES JACKSON gave a report on the Midwest 
edition of "The Worker". In the course of this report, 
he cited various statistics including circulation stat- 
istics in the Midwest as of January (i960)* These 
statistics were as follows: 

Illinois: subs, 646; bundles, 574; total, 1,220 
Indiana:; subs, 45; bundles, 25; total, 70 
Michigan: subs, 233; bundles, 364; total 597 
Ohio: subs, 122; bundles, 225; total, 347 
Wisconsin: . subs, 122; bundles, 54; total, 176 
Minnesota: subs, 314; bundles, 54; total, 368 

According to JACKSON, the total circulation base 
for the projected Midwest edition is 2,778o The total 
circulation for the paper is approximately 15,000. JACKSON 
said that 10,000 copies are sold and distributed within the 
country. New York has a total circulation of 3,9^8 made up 
as follows: 

Residents A 1,904 
Bundles - 465 
Subs - 1,579 

The production costs of the -paper run at approx- 
imately. $10.00 per copy a year. Income is approximately 
$60,000. There is a deficit of $100,000. Printing costs 
are about $50,000, wages about $50,000, administration 
and distribution about $50,000 and the total cost of 
production for one year is $160,000. 

JACKSON said that the income for the paper last 
year was roughly $50,000 on bundles and subscriptions with 
an additional $5,000 from advertising and $5,000 from 
sundry fund raising activities. 
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JACKSON claimed that the cost for production 
for Michigan coverage is roughly $6,000 per year. Income 
from sales (in Michigan) is $3,000. 

JACKSON said that proposals for the Midwest 
edition of "The Worker" as to physical form includes 
suggestion that a four page Midwest section of the paper 
be prepared under the general control and direction of 
SAM (KUSHNER) in Chicago and that all Midwest material 
be edited and prepared for printing in Chicago. Pour 
pages of the 16 page paper would be inserted in the center 
of the national edition and in the Midwest the four pages 
would be a "wrap-around". * 

Suggestions and criticism of the paper have 
been made from the standpoint of general appearance, length 
of article, shorter space for columns, the fact that there 
should be more features, more attractive material and better 
balance and distribution of crusading issues to distinguish 
"The Worker" from other papers. JACKSON noted that it 
has been suggested that eight pages in the center of the 
paper be in magazine form containing contemporary material 
but prepared with greater care and more time. 

Remarks of ERIC BERT 

The Midwest edition of "The Worker" would present 
certain techMcai problems. Neither Chicago nor Detroit 
is in a position to put out two pages of readable copy 
every week at the present time. Inasmuch as the paper 
is printed in New York from a "one-machine print shop" 
great problems would be caused by material being sent 
in late. Further discussions concerning the paper should 
not be of a fragmentary nature - with one person one day 
and someone else on another day - but should include every- 
one concerned with the paper being present at one meeting. 

Remarks of SAM KUSHNER 

If there is a Midwest edition of "The Worker", 
the talents of a number of volunteers, among them some 
professionals, can be utilized. This will be helpful with 
regard to some aspects of journalism in which I am deficient. 
For example, one of their friends who has just retired as 
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night city editor for United Press in Chicago will work 
a full day a week going over the copy guaranteeing its 
quality ♦ BILLY (ALLEN?) agreed with mg that this person 
would have a free hand with regard to copy. He is not a 
person unfamiliar with our stuff. He is riot just a pro # 
He worked with us on the "Midwest Record"* It is not 
that he just knows the journalistic angles but not the 
political # 

ERIC BERT is correct in saying that collective 
discussions involving everyone concerned must be haard 
concerning the Midwest edition of "The Worker 11 , c;We have 
excellent facilities for printing four pages of the paper 
in Chicago. We have our own printer, a number of linotype 
machines - that jprint two weekly language papers - ancL 
have our^ own mailer, I could make a good argument for 
printing the entire paper there. It £s a damn site better 
than what we have here (printing facilities). However, 
journalistically I am opposed to it (printing four pages 
only in Chicago), The paper has t>o*be controlled from 
one desk. 

KUSHNER complained about the Midwest news being 
buried • and about copy having to be in New York by Monday 
before New York even begins to write its copy. He felt 
that a Midwest edition woudl strenghten the paper and 
would be the first step back to a daily and regional 
paper . 

Remarks of CLAUDE LIGHTPOQT 

LIGHTFOOT said that there is a compelling political 
reason for solving whatever technical difficulties may exist 
in connection with the paper. He noted that it should be home 
in mind as to what individuals the Party wants to read the 
paper. LIGHTPOOT said that one of the main purposes of the 
paper is to influence non~Par.ty people in order to bring 
them into the party. 
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Remarks of CARL WINTER 

WINTER criticised the New York aspect of the 
paper noting how difficult it was to sell the paper in 
the Midwest. He proposed a 16 page paper to be made up 
of one 8 page magazine center section which would include 
editorials, columns and items of general interest. The 
remaining 8 outside pages would be for New York and the 
Eastern area and for the Midwest. 

Remarks of ARNOLD JOHNSON 

JOHNSON said that he favored avoiding the 
magazine theory, and moving more toward a total newspaper 
theory. He explained that this would help to overcome 
the pig gap that had been left with the loss of the "Daily 
Worker " » 

Remarks of SITS HALL 

HALL commented that all of the suggestions 
given were aimed at expanding and increasing the paper 
and he felt that this was in line with the Party's aims. 

HALL said that if the specific problems could 
be worked out he would favor adding more pages. He sug- 
gested consideration be given to expand the fund drive 
to meet additional expense. He urged' that the leadership 
of the Party engage in a permanent campaign to build the 
paper. He noted that if "The Worker" as it is now requires 
additional support, he would recommend to the Secretariat 
that the articles and columns be cut down. 

Remarks of WILLIAM PATTERSON 

PATTERSON stated "we have to have a Midwest 
edition" and it has to satisfy the masses in that area. 
According to PATTERSON, the circulation of the paper in 
the Midwest is not growing. 
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PATTERSON stated that "we are asking for a 
daily on the basis that there is a sufficient amount 
of consideration that has political value and that 
we have to get to America now". He added that more 
than four pages are needed to reflect the current 
news. According to PATTERSON, the paper has to be 
institutionalized and there must be enough people around 
the paper who are devoted to increasing its circulation 
and building it generally. He said that if serious con- 
sideration is being given to the growth of the paper, no 
thought would be given to cutting down its size. He said 
that his thinking was that with a weekly paper there should . 
be no 'thought to cutting down on its size but rather thought 
should be given to the obtaining of additional editors and 
larger coverage, particularly the Negro coverage. 

Remarks of JACK STACHEL 

STACHEL said that the Midwest edition should 
not be considered at the present time because past experience 
in New York has indicated an inability on the part of the 
Party members to raise sufficient money through the fund 
drives. It was STACHEL' s opinion that the establishment 
of a Midwest edition would endanger the entire paper. He 
felt that all improvements possible should be made in the 
one paper. He commented that "we have to give more serious 
thought to our readers because it is the only working class 
Marxist newspaper" 

STACHEL suggested the possibility of a Midwest 
section in the paper rather than a complete change over. 
He also suggested the possibility that for each week there 
should be a national story and a Midwest story on the same 
page. He noted that to insure proper coverage, copy must 
be guaranteed to the extent that a back log of it must 
always be on hand. 

" Remarks of EUGENE DENNIS 

DENNIS said that the solution of technical 
problems in connection with the paper should be worked 
out in consultation with Illinois, Michigan and dther 
Midwest areas. He said that the Secretariat should make 
no decisions on this. 
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Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

According to DAVIS, the main consideration 
should be to a New York edition of the paper because 
it was in New York that the Party once had a membership 
of 25,000 and had its biggest base, DAVIS said that the 
main problem of '.'The Worker" and the Party is to recapture 
that base. DAVIS expressed some concern over the fact 
that the New York district which should be the biggest 
financial source for the paper had only raised $22,000 
out of approximately $45,000 or $50,000 that it was 
supposed to raise. 

Remarks of JIM ALLEN 

JIM ALLEN gave a report on the aims and 
principles of the CP, USA. 

The CP, USA is still lacking a clear, central, 
guiding perspective to its work. We have made some real 
progress. In the fight for peace, the trade union question, 
the Negro question, the fight against reaction, we must bring 
them into more direct relation with the actual concrete 
situation. Communists in other lands are advancing boldly 
and widely in new perspectives. Since the 21st Congress, 
there has been a dynamic evolution of policy in relation to 
which I think we are still behind. Although I, myself, 
drafted the declaration of aims.. .which was presented at the 
convention and which you have before you now, I am now 
probably its most severe critic. Against the background of 
events I think it falls short. I think a supreme effort is 
needed to transform the party from a state of inertia to 
a state of motion. The convention marks the beginning of 
this transformation. There should be a continuation of the 
discussion of a report made by GUS HALL a few weeks ago on 
an article in the World Marxist Review summarizing the 
new book on the foundations of Marxism-Leninism. I think it 
would be a good idea to recall some of the points which he . 
(GUS HALL) emphasized. He pointed tot the very thorough-going 
critique in the summary article of the rigid military 
concepts of strategy which were contained in the old 
■Jifoundation of Leninism" which trained more than one generation. 
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A document which played a historic role in its time, but which 
is.. .now outmoded. He (GUS HALL) emphasized the new approach 
contained in this summary which drops the concept of strategy 
in the old sense, placing a direct relation between theory and 
tactics for an entire historic period. Prom this, he went on 
to show how this approach in respect to our concept of 
alliances such as a labor-Negro alliance and other alliances 
and opens the way to a concept of the interweaving of 
movements of many kinds. .. .directed against monopolists and 
revolving around the working class. The second principal 
point made, was the central exphasis placed in this summary 
article on the fight for Democracy as a perspective of the 
social progress. , ..the application of this perspective to 
highly-developed monopoly countries, as well as to undeveloped 
countries. 

Therefore, arising from this a perspective of 
unfolding within a highly developed capitalist country, 
Democratic, anti-monopoly struggles and united fronts are 
reaching toward a new Democratic anti-monopoly structure 
as an outcome of these struggles. A Democratic struggle 
directed against monopoly as being the content of the 
historic era leading toward a government of a new structure 
which would be Democratic in coatent. . . .as the outcome of 
the present period of struggle. As to the third point, besides 
the modernization of these old ideas of strategy and tactics, 
he (GUS HALL) puts a great deal of emphasis on the skill of 
Party leadership required for the development of the correct 
mass line. It's important to avoid a mechanical, uncritical 
transference of generalized positions to our situation. We 
must seek a critical assimilation of such theories. A 
perspective of anti-monopoly movement has not yet seized 
hold, of the Party. ■ Another point made was that the Party in 
developing Democratic and economic struggles should not 
lose sight of the cultural and moral decay of the system which 
is taking place and for itself to appear as a fighter against 
this cultural and moral decay and to raise; the fundamental 
humanitarian aims. Fourthly, mention is made of the appraach 
to right and .left dangers and their relations to each other.

This discussion by GUS (HALL) was aimed at pulling 
the Party out of a rut and setting it in motion* 

I also went over the three documents which were 
suggested* A translation of the article on peaceful 
co-existence and ideological struggle which appeared in "The 
Communist" (ph) and the declaration by 17 European parties — 
all the parties of captialist countries in Europe which 
appeared in the "Marxist World Review," With regard to the 
general approach to peaceful co-existence there are two 
principal points made in the "Communist" article which I think 
are very appropriate to us* 

The first point was the way they defined the new 
phase of coexistence as a Communist policy-^as a policy 
of the Socialist countries ♦ In other words we have always 
discerned correctly that the policy of peaceful co-existence . 
has been the policy of the Soviet Union from the very 
beginning* But they make a very interesting distinction 
here between the different phases of that policy — pre Woftld, 
War II and post World War II* They point out that before 
World War II, the policy of peaceful co-existence was an 
effort to extend the breathing spell for socialism as long 
as possible. After World War I J, peaceful co-existence is 
put forth as a real prospect; as something that can be 
attained in a permanent form for as long as the world has 
two (systems?)* This throws a great deal of light on how 
to place the question of the present relation of forces on the 
question of peaceful co-existence • Another point they make 
in this article is that they consider peaceful co-existence 
in the realm of ideology. They explain very succinctly and 
without equivocation that you have here two diametrically 
opposed social systems each of them in the leadership of 
the opposing classes engaged in irreconcilable struggles. 
The class struggle within each country or on a world scale 
will not end until the more progressive system wins. The 
problem then becomes a choice of forms as to how the struggle 
should continue** As far as the socialist part of the world 
goes, there is no doubt of the choice — that is the choice of 
peaceful competition instead of armed struggle* It*s stated 
very absolutely just as KHRUSHCHEV did in his trip here* A 
turning point is beginning to take place. AIL three articles 
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put it the same way. The "Communist" says, "undeniable signs 
of the beginning of a new period; the objective — (that is the 
ending of the cold war — ) is today very near" This we can 
say. Co-existence and collaboration for peaceful purposes 
is inevitable. 

In our resolution we speak of the thaw in the 
cold war as having begun, but we don't consider the turning 
point, which at present is necessary to review. Other 
questions to be considered are the necessity of struggle 
against reaction and the question of peaceful co-existence. 

In attempting to obtain a central perspective, 
the problem is how to arrive at an active, working policy 
which is a generalized perspective of a Democratic anti- 
monopoly struggle, ALLEN recommended that a sub-Committee 
be appointed to reconsider and reformulate the resolution 
(of aims) pointing out that the whole resolution, at present, 
is out of balance. 

Remarks of GUS HALL 

HALL agreed with ALLEN'S proposal of the need 
of political discussion. He agreed that a commission be 
set up in order to reword and redraft the resolution on 
aims. HALL recommended a Secretariat discussion on "peaceful 
co-existence " 0 

Remarks of CARL WINTER 

It is a temptation for us to take comfort in 
what is happening all over the world but let's not forget 
we are bringing up - the tail end of this parade and we 
have to deal with what is holding back world peace. The 
strongest factor of our convention was the struggle for 
peace. This document is a good contribution and we must 
continue it. There are nonspecific steps on the democratic 
road to socialism but rather it is a continuous struggle 
of the working class. 
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Remarks of HY LUMER 

LUMER said that there should be a project for 
wide discussion in the Party. He observed that certain 
documents had been mimeographed and sent to NC members. 
He suggested that due to the low circulation of the 
"World Marxl-st Review" and the tremendous task of completing 
translating the Russian book, a translation be made of the 
chapter on the fight for democracy and this be widely 
circulated withoopen discussion brought about through 
articles to be printed in "Political Affairs". 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

BEN DAVIS spoke with reference to the Negro 
question, commenting that it is not sufficient to say 
that the Negro question is a central question but it 
should be said that the Negro question is the central 
question. 

Remarks of MORRIS CHILDS 

CHILDS felt that there should be a discussion 
under a different atmosphere and that the pre -convention 
discussions be avoided "all over again". 

CHILDS noted that ALEX BITTELMAN was going to 
be in Chicago to speak at the Socialist Forum and that 
the comrades in the Chicago area are asking if he is 
appearing under Communist auspices. CHILDS said that 
the Party should have an answer for them on this.
